And if thou ſhalt ſhew a friendly Countenance to this worthy ftranger, who 
now ſpeaks Engliſh, 1 ſhal be thereby encouraged by al other means to ſtudy to 
promote thy good by bringing thee more acquainted with this, and other excels 
lent Authors. 

And whereas ſome, either out of envy, or miſ-underſtanding, do condemn 
Works of this Nature, publiſhed m our Mother Tongue, alleaging chiefly, 
That fuch Books encreaſe the number of Empericks ; are a binderance to lear- 
ned and able Phyſitians ; alſo occaſion ſome to burt themſelves by raſhly pras 
Aiſing on their awn Bodies: 1 ſhal Anſwer to theſe Objettions in order, 

Firſt, as for Empericks : Theſe Books, and ſuch as theſe publiſhed in 
Engliſh, are ſo far from making more EmpericKs, that they will ſpoil thoſe 
that are, and make that we ſhal bave fewer of them, For an Emperick be- 
ing one that gives Phyſick (Hab Nab, as we uſe to jay) relying only on Exe 
perience, and what he hath ſeen done before him, not being able to give ony 
reaſon touching the Diſeaſe, its ( auſe, or Cure: Toeſe Books wil teach fuch 
perſons how to go upon good grounds, aud to be able togive aſolid Reaſon for 
what they do, and of Empericks, make them Rational Phyſttians, if they be men 
of good natural parts, though they be ignorant of al Tong wes but their Mathers. 

As for the hurt which is hereby pretended to be done to learned Phyſitians, 
it is a meer Imayination, and no learned Phyſitian that bethinks himſelf, wel, 
wil ſo judg. For the uſe of theſe Books reſpe#ts chiefly the Pocr of this Na- 
tion, together with Sea-farers, and Saldiers. But for the Rich that have 
Money to ſpare, and bide at home, no otherwiſe (in point of Praftice ) than 
for an honeſt Curioſity ; and delightful Speculation. What rich man is there 
ſo mad, who reading @ Chapter in theſe Books, and ſeeiug what a world of 
Conſider ations and Cautiens do belong to the knowledg and orderly cure of e- 
very Diſeaſe, but will be more fearfut than ever he was before to commit hims 
ſelf to the Cure of any bus a learned Phyſutian. Now it is not by the poor, but 
by the Rich, that the learned 'Phyſitian maintains himſelf ; the poor are but

a trouble to him, only before ſuch Books as theſe were extant in the Engliſh 


Tongae, (onſeience ( ſomtime) forced the learned Phyſitian to take care of 
the por, becauſe the unlearned were whotly unable: Whereas now there may 
be found Induſtrious men that know no more Languages than their Native one, 
who may in a rational way contribute to the Neceſsities of the poor, Nay, 
theſe kind of Books are profitable to the learned Phyſttians ; for many of the 
Gentry, eſpecially of the Ladies and Gentlewoman, pit wing the ſtate of their 
own bodies im ſuch Books as theſe (as im Looking-Glaſſes) wil percerve certam 
Diſeaſes in themſelves either now in being, or likely ere long to ſeize upon 
them, which otherwiſe they would never have ſo much as dream'd of ; and 
th:reupon crave the Advice and Aſsiſtance of the learned Phyſitian. 

Alſo the Ladies and Gentlewomen being well read in ſuch Books as theſe, 
will better know how to demean themſel-ves tawards their F{#sbands, (hil- 
dren, or other Relations and Friends in their reſpeticve Sickneſs in pomt of 


ordering them, and will be more apprehenſive of the Phyſitians Direftions, 


and ſn better able to prafiice them , alſo more capable of his Reaſons, and 
Prognoſtcks, and jo more confident and cheerfully obedient All which will 
very much advance the ( ure, and conſequently the Fianor and Gain of the 
learned Phyſitian : for as Hippocrates notes in hs firſt Aphoriſm, It 1s not 
enough towards the Cure that the Phylitian do whar is fitting; bur 
the by-ftanders and friends of the ſick mult play their part, or all 
will not be well. | 
And in the chird place, whereas it  objefted, That people reading theſe 
Books, wil praftice upon themſelves, and hurt themſelves, 
I Anſwer, If they do, they have none to blame but their own folly ; for it 
# not the intent of the publiſhers of theſe Books, that every one that can read 
Engliſh, ſhould dare to take, of their own Heads, ſuch Medicines as are de- 
ſeribed in the ſaid Books. But our intent #s, That where m the Country there 
i5 no learned Phyſttian at hand ; at Sea, in the States and Merchants Shiv, 
where the Chyrurgion ts compelled to att both his own,and the Phyfitians part ;

Berviffs Military Diſciplige. 
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Of the Diſeaſes of the Head, 
The Pxeracs. 


IN this our Treatiſe of Head-Diſeaſes, we ſpeak firſt only 
of thoſe which are in the ſubſtance of the Brain, and the Films 
which contain it. For although the Eyes, Ears, Tongue, 
Teeth, Gums, Jaws, and Pallat, go to the making up of the 
Head, yet we think it fit to ſpeak of their Diſeaſes in ſeves 
ral Books for better Methed ſake ; And to call the Diſeaſes of 
the Brain and its Meninges, or Films, by the name of Head- 

Diſeaſes , moſt properly ſo from the excellency of the parts wherein they are. Theſe 

come from the hinderance of the Action of the Brain, eicher in reſpeF of Sence, 

Motion, or Nutritivn, The Sence # divided into Internal, an4 External ; 

3 the Internal hath the chief Afions, as Imagination, Reaſoning, Memory ; as alſo 
"F Sleep and Waking ; the Diſeaſes of which are, Frenzze, Madneſs, Melancholly; 

*% Catoche, Coma waking ſleep, and Coma long ſleep, Lethargie, Carus, Apo- 

plexy. The External Sences are five, namely, Sight, Hearing, Smelling, Taſt, 

and Feeling. But becauſe the firſt fouy have their peculiar Organs or parts, which 
have divers Diſeaſes, which we ſhal treat of in ſeveral Books. We will in thi 

Book lay down and declare thoſe which belong to the ſence of Feeling, becauſe they 
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come immediately from the Brain and its Membranes or Films diſturbed, and are 
either termed Palſies, which come from Sence deſtroyed or diminiſhed ; or Head- 
aches, which comes from ſence depraved. When the Afions of the Brain are bias 
dred in reſþeFt of motion, there ariſeth Convulſion, Falling. ſickneſs, Palſey, Apo- 
plexy, Giddineſs, or ſwimming of the Head, called Vertigo, and Trembling. Fi 
nally, When the atting or working of the Brain us hurt or bindred m its Nutriti- 
on, or Nouriſhmenrt, the Diſeaſe is either in diftemper ature, or diſorder of #he 
excrement of the Brain, of which cometh a Catarrh, defiuxion or diſtillation. We 
ſhall bring all theſe Diſeaſes under their proper Heads and ( hapters, in that order 
which is moſt uſual for the way of (ure. ' berefore we ſhall firſt declare the Cold 
Di/temperature of the Bram, and then all Diſeaſes that come from thence, becauſe 
the ground of their (ure is in the Cure of that. Afterwards we ſhal lay down the 
Dyjeaſes that come from a Hot Diſtemper, and Hot Fiumors ; which will all more 
cleerly appear in their ſeveral Chapters, 


CHAP. L 
Of the Cold Diſtemper of the Brain. 


LL Diftempers are uſually divided into Simple,and Compound 3 Material,and Immaterial. 
Simple or {ingle D:ftempers are ſeldom leen ; asalio immacerial diftempers, for they come 
from Primary Caules, and either vanifh of their own accord, or with very (mal Remedies 
or Medicines : Bur Material Diftempers produce a} che Dileaſes of the Head : theretore 

we wil fal cloſe codilcourſe of them z which few Auchors have done in handling them ſeverally, 

becaule in the laying down of che Diſeaſes which are produced of thole Diſtempers, they are ſyffici- 
ently explained. .We therefore wil cransfer che handling of the Hor Diftemper of che Brain, and al- 
ſo the moiſt and dry Diftempers co the Chaprers which concain choſe Duteaſes which are produced 
from them, Bur becauie the greateſt numbet of Diſeaſes of che Head come from a Cold and Moiſt 


Diſtempec of che Brain, we chought fic to diſcourle of that by it ſelf in che beginning of this Treaciſe 3 


chat the Cure of that may be as the Foundation of the Cure of al Diſeaſes coming trom thence, and 
that the Medicines may be found in chis Chapter which appertain co the Cure of their Cauſe : Theres 
fore we wil avoid the vain repetition of thoſe Diſeaſes, which is the Cuftom of almoſt al Writers of 
Practical Phyſick, who by chat means enlarge cheir Volums, and make the Art more difficult and 
cediouscoyong beginners, 

The Cold Diſtemper of che Brain which is Compound and Material, or joyned wich Matter, is for 
the moſt part wacerith and moift 3 becauſe che Brain is thac Mother of Moifture or Flegm, and Cold- 
neſs long abiding draws morfture to ic felt. For albeic fomtimes it is joyned with a Melancholy Hy- 
mor, yer that Humor 1s ſeldom begor in che Brain as Flegm is, buc it is for the moſt part lodged in 
che Hypochondria, or parts beneach the Ribs, and ſent from thence co the Brain, whereby moſt grie- 
vous Symproms are produced, | 

CAUSES. The Cauſes of a Gold and Flegmarick Diſtemper of the Brain are theſe : 

I. Cold and moift Meats which eaſily curn into Flegm ; and alſo in the cime of theic ConcoRion, 


by couling che Scomach and che Liver coo much, produce abundance of Flegm, which afrer is ſent up

SIGNS. The Signs of a cold diftemper of che Brain, are taken either from the Cauſes abote 
mentioned, by the preſence of which we may eaſily conjecture of the condition of che diſtemper z oc 
they are taken from che effects of chediftemper z which that they may be particularly examined and 
cried, we ſha] ferch from thei Originals, namely, from Actions, Paſſions, Excrements, and Habie of 
the Body. *» ; 

Is The Animal Adions which declare a cold diftemper of the Brain are theſe ; A beavy and dull 
Mind, a flow blockiſh Wir, an unfortunate Memory, a great inclination to fleep, and long and deep 
continuance therein, except a Catarth, or Defluxion, Pain of the Head, or Paſijons of che Mind do 
hinder it : Dceams of Coldneſs, of Waters, as Rain, Snow, Floods Pools,Seas, and of whice things : 
A ſlowneſs and dulneſs of al che Sences : Slownel\s of Motion, yet continuance therein z becauſe grols 
Spirics ace more difficulc to be diffuſed or diflolved. | 

2+ The Paſſions which declare a cold Diftemper of che Brain; are cold Diſeaſes, as Palſies, Lethar- 
gy, Cacarch, or Defluxion, and many others, with which if the ſick parcy have been formerly cwrou- 
bled, we may wel conjeRure char be is ſubje& co this diſtemper of a cold Brain. This wil turcher 
appeac if che lick mande better in cleer, bor, and dry weather, chan in cold, moift, winter, and rainy 
weather. ' Moreover, an often and plenciful ſending forth of {not and flegm from the Mouth and Ne- 
ſtcils, is a cleer demonſtracion of abundance of cold and flegm and moiſture in the Brain,

Ir is hard co be cured, and often producech grievous Diteafes-: chat which bath been long breeding is 
moſt hard co be cured 3 that which is Nacucal, Heredicacy, and from the Bicth, is never co be cured ; 
as allo char which 1s in old folks, it it hach been ot long continuance, Wincer 1s not a fic cime for che 
Cure of chis Diſtemper, buc Summer. 

CURE. The Cure is wrought from two Indications or Intentions namely, by evacuating 
or dilcharging the flegm abounding, and correCting or qualifying the diſtemper of the Humor by its 

conrearies, which muſt be done by Dier, Chicucgecy, and Phylſick. 

DIET. The Diec mutt be hot and dry ; and firft make choyce of a pure Air, fomwhat hon 
and dry, burr no: coH hor, for chat would diffolve and powr forth the Humors in'the Head too ſoon, 
ant ſo produce a diſtillacion, and ocher diſeaſes which happen cothoſe who ſtay long in che Sun, as

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Secondly, A ſpecial care is tobe had of Diet, fas as Hippocrates ſaith in bis Book of Humane 
Nature, Diſcales are parcly from Dier, and partly from the Aic wherein we breach ; Therefore lec 
the Diet be of good Juyce, eaſie concoction, neither Cold, nor over nourithing : Therefore Muccon, 
Kid, Veal, aretobe uſed, and which are beccer, yorg Pidgeons, Chickens, Capone, Hens, Parridges, 
Black-birds, Thrufhes, and all kind of Mountain Fowl, and Y olks of new laid Epgs : roaft Meats 
are better than boyled. Take heed of bard fleſh, and of hard concoGtipn, as Beef, Pork, Venitan, 
Haces, Geele, Ducks, and Sea Fowl: as alſo of the Heads, Encrals, and Appuccinances of Beaſts. 
Eat Fiſh bur ſeldom, and make choyce of choſe which have ſolid Fleſh, coming out of ſwift Rivers, 
and ſtony places 3 boyl chem in Wine, adding Vinegar, Bucter, and Spice, which Sawce is to be al- 
lowed with other mear, unle(s the Liver be over hot z of which principally uſe, Nucmeeg, Cloyes, 
Cinnamon : never or {ejdom eat cold and moiſt Herbs, as Letrice, Pwflain, Spinage : bur in Sum= 
mer time we can allow a moderate uſe of Herbs which are gently cooling and drying, for the fireng- 
thening of the Body, and fixing the Bload chac it may not evaporate, as Endive, Succary, Sorrel, 
but chey muſt be caken boyled, nor raw. Roats of Parfly, Carrots, Parinips, Mins, Hytop, Wa» 
rer-cceſles, are very good, Bur you muſt avoid al things chat eafily difturb the Head, and fill ic 
with vapors; and They are of ewo ſorts: Either they ace ſuch as diſcuſs and melke che Humors with 
their ſharpneſs, as Onions, Garlick, Muftard, Rocket, Rhadithes : or ſuch as fill the Head withgroſs 
vapors, as Milk, and al Milk. meacs : all manner of Pulſe, as Beans, Peaſe, &c, of which che red 
Peaſe ace che leaft huritul, by reaſon of their opening and abfterſive nature ; therefore che broth of 
them is allowed. Younmuſt ayoid algreen raw Fruit, which are not lafting eſpecially, and thoſe 
which are very moiſt : dried Fruics may be uſed at ſecond or laft courſes, as Raiſons, Almonds, 
Pine=nucs, Daces, and che like ; buc you muſt uſe them ſparingly , for they are for the moſt parc 
hard of concoftion. Pears boyled and Sugared, Citron Rinds Candied, Lemmon and Ocange Þuls 
Candied, may be eaten ac che laft courſe : buc ic is much better co rake one ſpoonful of digeftive 
FPouder afcer meat, whole Aromarical tweet vapor aſcending with the vapor ot what is eaten doth 
ftrergcben and dry che Brain : Itismade of Coriander Fruic, Annis ſeeds, Cinnamon, Nucmeg, with 
a double quantity of Sugar of Roſes, Lec your Bread be of the beſt Wheat wel baked and leavened, 
and made with Salc and Annis feeds ; in a great diſtemper Biker is beſt. Lec your drink be thin wine 
of {mal ſtrength, which wil not fil che Head with many vapors, wel mixed with Water; and alfo ic 
is proficable one hour before meat comix wine and water chat the vapors may beallayed, and co boyl 
a Jiccle Coriander feed in the water that ir may better ſtrengihen both Scamach and Brain : in ftron= 
ger Diſeaſes uſe Hydramel, or Water and Honey, This 1s a good Rule in al Diec, To eat mode- 
racely, and co let che Supper be leſs and lighter than che Diner. Sobciety, ag in all Dileaſes, ſs 
eſpecially in Head-Difeates 1s of great concernment z torthe Head by much food is filled with Hu- 
mors and Vapors : and contrarily, by lictle ard flender Diec isempried of them). 

Thirdly, You muſt ule moderate Exetcile, and every day continue ic, for roo much reſt weakeng 
the Natural bear, and makes it fodul chat ic capnot wel concot, and fils the Body ful of Excrements : 
On the otber fide, Motion and Exerciſe fiir up the Natural beat, help ConcoGtion, expel Excre- 
ments, and cheecech the Spirits, and purifiech chem ; buc you muſt execcile before meac, and afcer 
meac reſt tor an hour or two, or at leaſt move very eaſily. 

Fourchly, Ute a mean in fleep and waking ; for as with moderate fleep the fireogth is repaired, fo 
wich coo long the body is made cold, burdened wich excrements, eſpecially the brain : buc coo much 
watching makes che body thin, ſpends che Spirits, and feeds upon ihe found parts of che body. Lee

So Plutarch cepores in the death of Cleopatra, That the ſting of a Viper cauſech dead- 
ly fleep. Bur in Mans Body this ſtupid ſleeping condition comes from che vutrefattion of humors, 
which is ſeen in malignant and peſtiletitial Feaver 3 -hence it is thac in thoſe diſeaſes chey are very 
ſleepy oftentimes, which is a cectain ſign of venenofity and malignicy, and ſormcirnes of death, 

DIAGNOSTICHS. The Diagnoſticks or Signs which ſhew the differences of theſe 
ſleeping Diſeaſes were [er down in the beginning of chis Chapter, Bue che ſigns of che Caules thac 
produce theſe Diſeales are theſe :

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And chis is co be obſerved, Thar it is more proficable and ſafe, not co let out ſo much blood ac once 
as you require, buc by degrees in ſome hours diffance ; for by che repeating of blood-lecting, che 
matcer is mgre eafily moved, and the ſtrength more preſerved. Look in the ſick mans face ater bis 
ficſt loſs of blood, and feel his pulſe z forif bis face be beccec colored, and more lively, and his breath 
more free, and his pulſe good, there is much hope, and you may let blood che ſecond time with more 
confiderice. Make the Orifice large, otherwiſe he wil not bleed bis blood is ſo thick. The more 
plenty of blood he hath, the more be may loſe : bur if flegm abound you muſt bleed {paringly, left 
che vical beat be loft, which is ſo abſolute neceſlary for ditcuſſing and diffolving this Diſeaſe, 

A ſingular Example of large and ofcen bleeding in an Apoplexy, is laid down by Zacutus Luſita» 
nus, in his fictt Book of the Chief Phyſitians, and bis 33. Hiftory, in cheſe words : A certain 
Noble yong Maid, fell firſt into a general forgetfulneſs of all things, andthen into a true Apoplexy, 
with the flowing of her Courſes : Unto whom when they had applied many Medicines both abowe 
and beneath, as Ligatures, ſharp Clyfters, Cupping with Scarrification : the Indication which 
comes from the flowing of the Terms being neglet#ed, and danger coming on through continuance : 
I perceiving ber ſtrength to be ſufficient for it, baving firſt rubbed her Thighs very well, and placed 
Cupping-Glaſſes thereon , in tbe ſpace of eight bours opened the bead Vein four times, and then ſhe 
began to iþeak,, and ſo recovered. 

Some of our late Practitioners, are ſo bold as to open the Jugular Veins in Apoplexies, and ſay 
chey cure alſo : and inſodoing they take this courſe: Firſt they bind the Neck gently with a Lin- 
nen cloth, after the Vejg'vs opened chey preſently looſe it, and che Blood flows wel wichout a Li- 
gature, which might attract ic co che Head : afcer chey heal up the wound with a ſtinking Plaiſter, 
wichouc binding, and ſo they afficm che blood wil eaftly ſtop : which Zacutus Lufitanys cont 
mech. (chough he uſech Ligatures) in his 79. Obſervacion io bis ficft Book of the Admicable Pi acice 
of Phytick, where he celates a Story of a moft ſharp Squinancy z in which, by che advice of moſt skil- 
tul Phyſicians, che Jugular Veins were opened ; trom whence followed (as he faies) a moſt d:nge- 
rous flux of blood not co be ſtopr, which brought the Patient very weak. Zacutys being fenc tor, 
applies Galen*s Plaifter, which he in bis 5, Bock of Method, and 4, Chapcer, uſeth wuh good 
ſucceſs tor ſtoppipg blood in Arceries and Jugulars, and bending che Patiencs Neck gently, he comes 
co his ftrengeh, and 1s cured, This Plaifter is made of Frankincenſe, Aloes, che bairs of a Hare mixc 
with che white of an Egg, having twice as much Frankincenſe as Aloes, as Galen, teachech in the 
place mencioned ſomcimes an equal part of each, when che Bodies ace harder, And Galen commends 
the operation before writcen, when he ſaich, This Plaifter ſtops the flux of che Jugular Veins with- 
out a Ligature or binding. But chis I would take notice of, That che blood doch nor flow forch fo 
violently in one chat hach an Apoplexy, as in one that bath a Squinzy, becauſe the Blood is congea- 
led ; as Hippocrates ſhews in his ſecond Book of Diſeaſes, in che former, from whence the Veins and 
Arteries called Caiodites or Jugulars, are ftopped : bur in che latcer the blood is bog and thin, be- 
cauſe they who have the Quinzy have alwaies an acute Feaver wichal. 

'-A few hours afcer bleeding you muft purge without reſpe& of time, Neither let the Phyſician be 
coo curious or fearful in purging, fince the Diſeaſe doth much cequice ic, and che time of the Diſeaſe 
is not uſually long. Andchbac purge ought to be very ſtrong becauſe che Humor is ſtubborn, and the 
Sences ſo drowned that they cannor berouzed or ftirred up without ſtrong Medicines, And that Me- 
dicine 1s uſually one ounce of the EleGtuary Diacarthamumn, diffolved in Becony Water wich balf a 
ſcruple of Caftor.

cate Medicines» For as Serenss faich, The Phyſicians chink ſuch Medicines better in def perace 
ſes, chan for che Patieng withour cryal co diean eafie death, Andas Celſus ſaith, Many things may 
+ done in time of danger and neceſſi:y, which may wel be omicced at another cime. Theretoce when 
e have uſed choſe Medicines without any ſucceſs, we may wel ciſe higher, namely, Tothole Medi- 
ines Which ace made of Antimony z eſpecially ro choſe which are leſs vehemenc and furtous, as Aqua 
Penedicta, of Dc Ruland, made of the. Intuſion of Crocus Metalorum ; which purging boch up- 
wards and downwards, bringeth ſuch a quantity of Flegm, nor obtly from the ſtomach, bucche bra in 
lo, as ſomcimes che Pacienc is cured only with chis Evacuation, AndI can witnels upon my own 
xperience, That I ſaw a Noble man chrice in ewo yeets cured of the Apoplexy with this only 
ſedicine. Alchough ſome learned men do forbid the ute of Vomits in theſe Duleaies, yer we muſt 
ield co Expetience, which dayly ceacheth us, thac Children affeGted wich fleeping Dilealesace more 
adily and ſafely cured by the vomicing Sal: of Vicriol, than by any.other Medicines 
The Tin&ture of Tobacco drawn with Aqua vite, and caken in the quantity of cwo dreams, with 
Honey poured down the Throat excellently. 
& After you have givena purging Medicine, before it begins co work, and alſo while ic worketh, you 
puft chink of al chole chings which cauſe revulſion of bumors, and bring them inco practice, noc on* 
*Jy fcictions or rubbiogs, and ligatuies or bindings, mencioned before, but alſo Cupping glafl:s cothe 
ck, Shoulders, Arms, and Thighs, withour {carrificacion it be was formerly bluoded, avd with fcar- 
ificarion if blood-letcing was omutred, 
In an Apoplexy you muſt noc apply Cupping glaſſes to the Breaſt or Hypochondria, or parts uny 
che Ribs, teft che Muſcles of che Bceaſt and Belly being concratted, che Breath be hindced. 
The chief and only Remedy in an Apoplexy eſpecially , isco apply Cuppivgglaſles co the head : 
hich kind of Cure the famous Phy fitian F acl being caken with an Apoplexy, did direct toc 
wnſelf by his Nods and ſigns ; but for wanc of cheir underftanding of chem, he died, 
Zacutus Luſnanuy i bu 33. Hiſtory, and firſt Book of the Principal Phyficians, reports char be 
cured a deſperate Apoplexy by ſetting aCupping glaſs cwice upon che binder part of che Head with 
-Fdeep Scatrification, 
| A Velicatory, or P;aifter to draw Bliſters to the Neck behind, and co the Shoulders, 
Let cwo or three ſharp Clyſters be given every day. 
Take of Pellitory of the Wall, Hyſop, Calamints, Organ, Sage, Rue, and the leſſer Centaury, of 
each one handful; Carthamus ſeeds balf an ounce ; of Fennel and Cummain ſeeds, of each three 
drams ; of white Agarick tied in a linnen clout two drams ;, of Golaquintida tied with it, one dram 
and an balf.

Zacutus Luſitanus applied many in his cime wich good ſucceſs, as he witneſſeth in his ficſt Book 
of Wonderful Practice, andthe fourteenth Obſervation, in chele words: T being called ro viſit a 
fickman, who was for the ſpace of thirty daies taken with drouzineſs and irreſiſtible ſleep, with a 
ſmal Feaver not able to hold open bx eyes : He bad uſed many evacuating, and diverting or re* 
pelling Medicines, but they perfetied nothing; therefore I applied the Cautery with much benefit ; 
for with ared bot Ironl ſcorched the crown of hx Head til it was bard and crufty, as alſo the hin» 
der part, and almoſt every where about his bead, by which means be awaked, and the places burn- 
ed beginning to matter, he aroſe and came to himſelf. By this means I remember I cured troo fleep-

CURE] The uſual Cauſe of this Diſeaſe, is Choller mixed with Flegm, by which humocs 
the Brain is made too moiſt, or i is {welled or inflamed ; from whence, eicher che Tumor called 
Eriſypelas a dematoſum, or adema (Eriſy pelatoſum do ariſe. Bur becaule choſe humors are daverſly 
mixed; ſ@mcimes a greater proportion of fre One chan of ano:her, it comes tO pals char the Dileales 
fcom them ave divers : for it Choller be chief.chen it is a Delirium or Docage, ard the ſick man ſleep» 
ech bur liccle chough his eyes be ſhut ; bur it Fiega prevail, che Patient doch ſleep more, and is leſs 
doting, and being raiſed makes leis noſe, and is not 10 fooliſh, Ap | 

Thus Coma vigil comes by ſympathy from Chollerick vapors mixed with Flegmatick char fly inco 
the Head 3 which happens in Feavers char come from mixed Humors, eſpecially in balf Teccians, 
which are made of a Tercian ar:d a Quotid:avn, We may ſat: ly affirm that chis Diſeaſe cometh from 
Vapors, ſimply bot and moift an ttcong Feavers, becaule ſleep comes from mojſture,, and waking

DIAGNOSTICH } The D:agooſis, or knowledp of chis Diſeaſe, is | nag enough by whac 
hath been ſaid, That chey which have if, he with cheir Eyes ſhu, and ſeemco fleep, yer chey cannot 
fleep, buc coſs and cumble, lifc cbemielves up tuddenly, ftciveco ger aur of te bed, and then fall a= 
gain aſleep, The divers Caules are eaſily known from what hath been ſaid. 

This Ditesfe is accounced dangerous if the Brain havea ſwelling or Inflamation, or'if ic be over-

If che Dotage, or Delicium be ftcong, it produceth a Conyulſion, for it comes of a Humor or ya-

Of the Palſey, or Paralyſis. 


Palſey is the loſs of Sence and Motion in ſome parts of the Body, by reaſon of the ſtopping 
of the Paſſages of the Animal Spirits. 
There are many kinds of Palſeys; for eicher ic is in al the parts of ch& Body below the 
Head, and chen ic is called megane; or elſe it poſſefſech only one fide of the Body, and 
then it is called Hwwnye; or it poflefferh buc one parc of the Body, aad then it is called a Partt- 
cular Palſey; although ſome Auchors uſe al cheſe terms, as Paralyſis, Hemiptegia, Par )

Parefir, and Reſolutio, promiſcuouſly for one and the ſame diſeaſe, which u a toſs of Sence and

And Reaſon doth cleerly ſhew this : for Choler, Melancholy, or any other Humor falling upon 
the Nerves; ifthey fal upon chem inwardly, they may ſtop che inſenſible paſſages of the Nerves, 
or if they fal upon chem ourwardly, they may fo preſs upon chem that they may bring a Palſey, 
Nor do the Reaſons which Rondeletius gives co the contrary any way convince 3 when he faich, 

That Choler and Melancholy do rather dry than ſoften and mollifie che Nerves 3 and Choler is 
more likely co produce a Convulfion by his ſharpneſs and griping than a Palſey : For alchough 
commonly a Palſey be called a Reſolucion and fſofcening of che Nerves, which isalwaies in a Palſey 
that cometh of flegm, yer it is noc requiſite that a Reſolucion of the Nerves ſhould be in every Pal- 
ſey, becauſe it comes more properly and efſencially from a ſtopping and hindering of che paſſige of 

- 7 the Animal Spirics ; which when ic may be cauſed by a compreſſion oc ſtraitening of the Nerves,and 
"- che like ; is doch nor alwaies proceed of ſofrening and mollefying. Bur che opinion of a Paley co- 
We 1 ming from a relaxing and ſoftening of che Nerves came from hence ; namely, Becauſe the parts which 

have che Palſey being not able to be ſtretched forth, ſeem as it were to be relaxed and (ofcened ; for 

| the mocion of parts 15 by the extenſion or ſtrecching forch of the Muſcles, and by contraQtion or 
drawing cogether of che {ame co their Ociginal ; which extenſion when the parts do want, they are 
ſaid co be relaxed alchough they have neither been extraordinarily morftened nor ſoftened.

% Furthermore, There is a yarious mixcuce of Humots and flepm, or water may be mixed wich 

4” thatcholer which produceth the Palſey, and ſocuntemperate or mitigate his ſharpneſs. Such a 

7X mixcure doth ofcen happen io Baſtard Teccian Feavers, which are probable tobe thoſe which Fer- 
nelius ſaith curh into Palſeys. 

Finally, Thus is very manifeſt from the Scorbucick Palſey,or that which is joyned with the Scur- 
vy, which bath ofcen a Convulfion accompanying it (as Galen 1n many places, and Sennertu# in his 
Book of che Scucvy, the tifch Chapter) and albeic a crue Scorbut or Scurvy is ſeldom teen in oud 
Councry, yet we ofcen lee cercain Scorburick infirmicies, in which ſome ſymproms of the crue Score 
but doevidently appear. And therefore in our 74. Obſervation, and che ficft Cencaury 3 and in our 
98. Obſervacion, and che ſecond Centaury, were given two examples of Scorbutick Palleys accom- 
panied with Convulhtions, 

There may be divers other Cauſes ofa Palſey which are lictle obſerved. 

As ficft, A cold and moiſt Diſtemper, ſimple and without matcer, may by congealing of the Spi- ' 
rics,noc only hinder their paſſages and influence upon the parcs, buc alſo by deſtcoying the cemper of 
che Nerves,make chem uncapable of receiving the animal Spirits whereby they have Sence and Moti- 
on : and this cold and moilt diftemper from overcoldnels of the air, or from the touching of a cold 
chingz as Galen «eachech 4. de Loc. Af. Chap. 4. of a certain man who (when in a cold ſeaſon, 
and a great ſtorm, he had wrapt his wer Cloak a longtime about bis Neck) fel inco a Pailey in bis 
hand, the Nerves which come from the Neck and Marcow of che Back- bone, being cheteby made coo 
cold and moiſt, 

Some of our late Wricers have reported, That a Palſey may be procured by a ſtupifying or nam- 
bing qualicy, which is inbzcent in ſome Medicines and Poyfons, and ſomcimes inthe hungors chem= 

ſelves. And hence they ſay comes that Palſey which is caughc by touching he Torpedo or Cramps

"Faction and numbneſs : ſuch hke as chac which Goldſmiths and Gilders have ofcen by the couching 
+=and much uſing of Quick-filvec ; and Looking-glaſs makers alſo which is often ſeen in Venice. And 
> Platerus ſuppoſerh chat Wine by a naccotick or ftupifying quality begers Palſeys and Numbneſs : 
2 altiough others differ from his Judgment, yer Ferneliugs ſeems co tavor his Opinion,afficming in the 
= Place above ciced char he once ſaw a man whole skin by ghncony and drunkenneſs was al over ſtupi- 
hed and inſenſible, And Petrus Fabius in his Notes upon Altimar, Chap. 14+ celaces a ſtory of a 
cercain Barbar, who after he had been ſtcoogly tipling of Wine, awaked ac mid-night, and fel ſud- 
denly inco an univerſal Palley of al che parts of his Body beneath his face, ſodeprived of ſence and

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with needles : Bur bis ſucfet and drunkenteſs being paſt, he was cured in the ſpace of chree dates, 
only by cevulſions, and reſolving Oyncmence applied co the back : Norwithſtanding chi Author doch 
not impure this Palley co the Naccotick orc ſtupifying quality of che Wine; but co thofs profs va* 
pors which aroſe from his ſucker, and ſtopped the Nerves, and this cauſe may be accoutited among 
others chat produce this diſeaſe, | ; 

We have ſhewed inour Treatiſe of fleeping Diſeaſes, That thcre is a ftapifying quality in cotrupr . 
and malignant Humors, which being carried to che Netves,may binder their AQtions : and ſince che 
Humors which produce che Scorburt have a venemous and malignant quality, chey may alſo have a 
ftupifying force which may cauſealſo a Palſey with the Scorbuc, or « Scorburick Palſey, alrhough 
(as we ſaid before) anobſtruction or ſtopping or preſſing of the Nerves may be ſufficienc co cauſe a 
Palſey alone. 

Moreover, Tumors growing by the Back-bone, and ics Nerves, may without doubt cauſe a Palſey 
by prefling upon the Nerves. 

So the curting and pricking of a Nerve may produce the ſame Effect. . 

The diffocatien, luxation, or making looſe of any of the Backbones, or other joyhcs, may cauſe 
che ſame by preſliog upoh che Nerves. - 

And laftly, The Condenſation or thickning of che Nerves may hinder the influence atid paſſage 
of the Spirits which comes either by coo muck exficcation, or drying, or of a grofs Earthy Humor 
which is taken into the ſubſtance ofchem. 

So in thoſe thac have che Leptoſie called Elepbantiaſis, the ſence and feeling of many parts is loft 
by reaſon of their growing co0 thick and hard by at Ewxchy and grofs Nouriſhmene which they ce- 
CeIVe. 

The Cauſes of different Palſeys are cheſe : Ina perfect Palſey, which ſuppoſeth a petfeR priva- 
tion of both Sence and Motion, there is more plenty of the matrer, which cauſech ic by a genetal ob» 
ftcuRion, or ſtopping and binding of the Nerves. Bucin ao imperfe& Palley there is leis matter to 
ſtop and bind the Nerves, whereby it cones to paſs that the paſſage of the Animal Spitits is not alto= 
gether ſocloſed up, bur ic wil ſuffer ſome portion of them co have their cecoutſe. 

Somcimes the Motion is hindered, and the Sence not 3 becauſe there is more vertue to cauſe motion 
chan co cauſe ſence or feeling, in regard feeling is a kind of paſſion; but motion confiſts alcogether 
in ation. Somcimes che Sence is hindered, and not che Morion, for in ſome parcs of che body thoſe 
nerves and their branches which ſerve for ſence,do not ſerve for motion : as thoſe nerves which ate in 
the skin, if chey only be hurt, che Sence only is burr, which is ſeen in a particular Palſey, which is it 
one part only of che body : Bur if che chief nerves which are carriedco che muſcles be hutc,che ſence 
cannot only be hindered, but the motion alſo.

We may eaſily know what kind of Paley ic 1s, becauſe che want of murion, and the privation of 
ſence, are to be diſcovered by the eye. | 

Ic is harder to know the part affected ; bur ic is found out by che knowledg of Anatomy, which 
declareth the original and joyning of the nerves. 

For if the right or left fide of the face bath che Palſey, and no other part be burr, the brain is only 
hurt in that part from whence the nerves are brought chac come co thole ſides of the face : But if the 
partes under che head be burc,together wich che face, chen it 1s a ſign chat the Back-bone is hurt as wel 
as the brain : Andif che pasts beneath the head are hucr, and nocche face, the faulc is only in che 
Back-bone : If half che body bave the Palſey,only one half of che Back-bone is affeted ; but if the 
whol body ſuffer, chen is che ociginal of che Back-bone hurr, When the Palſey is in the Legs, che 
part affected is about che bocrom of che marcow of che back, and the Vertebre, or turning bones of 
the Os Sacrum, and ſo we muft ſearch our for che place whence the nerves ſpring,which ace brouphe 
co that part which is troubled with the Palley. 

Somtimes alſo the ſearching into the outward Cauſe doth much avail for the knowledg of the part 
afﬀfeted : Twoexamples whereofare brought by Galen; one whereof we mencioned before ouc of 
his fourth Buok, de oc. affe#. chap. 4. concerniaga man ina cold ſtormy time wrapt bis wet cloak 
ſo lohg about his neck eil he fel incoa Palſey in his hand. Another is in che firft Book, de loc. affett. 
chap. 5. of Pauſmias Syrus, who loſt che ſence of three fingers; and when Galen underftood chac 
be fel from his Chariot upon bis Back, he concluded cbac ſome part was burr in che original of that 
nerve which comes from the ſeventh Vertebra, or Spondil ; therefore (after be bad in vain applied 
Medicinesco the fingers ) he uſed _ cothe back, and ſo wrought a brave Cure. |

As for bleeding ic can ſcacce do any good, becaule che faulc is not in che Blood, buc Flegm and this 
diſeaſe comes for the moft part co old men, ſuch asare flegmacick and cold by nacure.

of che Jaws and Temples is called 7p1eu9s, The Convulſion of the Mouch by Contraction of the 

bfodd Mifcle on che one fide, 1s called Spaſmus Cynicays, a dog Convullion, and a wreſtiog of the 
mouth z bur if che eontraQtion be on boch ſides, ic is called Riſus Sardonicus, or a grinning.

Palſey (which ſo fils the Nerves cha ic ſtops al cheir paſſages or pores, whereby che Animal Spi- 
ts are hindered in cheis mution) doth nor allo ſtretch che Nerves in breadch, and caule alfu a Con- 
ulfion z and why che matcec cauficg a Convilion, falling the Nerves, doth nor allo ttop che pallager,

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Nerves are ſtretched, and the Muſcles alſo which are contracted co their Ociginal : For no cauſe can 
be choughc upon more fit to make ſo great a contraction, than wind, which Galen acknowledgeth in 
his ſecond Book, deſympt. cauſ. chap. 2. and Experience teacherh us, chat the greateſt diſtentions are 
made elpecially by wind, as we may ſeem che Dropſie called Tympanites, and che Chollick, And 
in Convulſions thoſe are che greateft which are cauſed of wind, which ftreccherh and diftendeth che 
parcs. By this Argument, althe aforeſaid Objeftions are anſwered : For if it be demanded, Why 
chat flegm or water which makerh a Convulſion doth nor bring a Palſey by binderivg the paſſage of 
che Spirics ? we may anſwer, Thar it 1s in ſo ſmal quantity, that ic cannor ſtop the inſenſible paſ- 
ſapes of the Nerves, and that it is ſo extennaced and made thin by much wind, that it cannoc produce 
a ſtoppage or obſtrugtion, Or we may ſay chat wind is the chief cauſe of Convulſions, which Galen 
acknowledgeth in the place mentioned : And in his 6. Book, deloc. affet. cap. ult. be makes the on» 
ly cauſe of a Priapiſm (which is the Convulfion of the Yard) co be wind. 

The other Caule of a Convulfion coming ſrom Repletion, which Galen mentions in che place c- 
red, is the Inflammation of che Nervous parcs, eſpecially in the Original of the Nerves, or neec to icy 
original, by which chey are ficecched ; and chac Inflammarion is either from a cauſe oply internal, 
namely, from a flux of blood upon the part z or of an outward cauſe, as of a wound, contuſion, or 
bruiſe, or a puncture of a Nerve. | 

The Cauſes of a Convullion by Emptineſs or Inanitjon, are al extraccdinary or immoderate Eva- 
cuacions, by bleeding at che Noſe, or any outward part, by voric, flux of che belly, or (weac, as alto 
al great conſumprtions of che Radical moifture which bhappen/in ſtrong Eeavers, immoderate exerciſe, 
watchings, cares, immoderace Lechery, hunger ad chirſt, and the dayly uſe of Food and Medicines 
which hear and dry. . 

This kind of Convulſion from Emprinefs is rejedted by many ;3 who ſuppoſe that ſo great a 
droughr cannot be brought into a living Body, as may GontraQR the Nerves ; bur char is uſual in He- 
QAick Feaver, or a Maraimus : theſe men are thus anſwered: Every emptineſs or dcineſs cannot make 
a Convulſion, bur chat which 1s made ſuddenly and unequally ; by which means there is a ſudden 
Evacuation or emptying of che Eadical moifture, which makes che pares cling and cloſe togerter for 
the avoiding of a Vacuum or emptineſs which Nature abborrech : bur if the moiſture be equally 
drawn from all parts, and by degrees, chere is nocontraCtion becauſe the parts made empty are filled 
with Air. b'q | 

A Convulfive Motion, is of a ſharp pricking matter which provokes the Nerves; and ic is for the 
moft parc, a humor or vapor ful of acrimony or malignancy s chis comes often in malignanc Feavers : 
Theſe Convullive Motions are cauſed for che moſt part from the Brain and Nerves, ſuifering by ſym- > 
pathy or conſent, and then it is called Conwelfio Sympa#bica: And this Sympathy is either by cheis © 
plain fuffering togecher in reſpec of their likeneſs in tubftance and office, and cheic viciniry or neer® * 
neſs 3 or from an evil qualicy, or poy{ſonous air ſent tothe original of the Nerves. And it is often 
cauſed by confent from che mouth of the ſtomach chrough an zruginous or cuſt-like Choller,through

CHAP. VIL ; 
Of the Epilepſie, or Falling-fickneſs. 


He Epilepſie is a Convulſion of the whol Body, not continually, but by fics, with a hin- 
derance both of the Mind and Sences, 
The word Convullion is not here caken properly and ftriftly for a erue Convulfion ; bug 
improperly, for a Convulfive Monon : For an Epilepſy is a Convulſive Motion, not a crane 
Convullion. Bur we keep the pame of Convullion in imicacion of Galen, who cals an Epilepſy at 
waies a Convulſion. . 
DIFFERENCES. This Definition is taken out of Galen, 3.de loc. aff. cap.7. and lib. de diff. 
ſympt. cap. 3. and defines a perfe&t Epilepſie, in which al che body is contracted, apd at che Sences 
boch internal and excernal are aboliſhed. Yet there ace imperfe&t Epilepſies, in which only che 
Head, or Arm, Leg, and Thigh, os half che Body is only contracted. There is allo an Epilepſy in 
which che mind remains ſound, and che external Sences, and alſoche voluntary morion of tome parts, 
1 ſaw a Nun, which in her Eptlepeick fics had divers contraGtions, ſomtimes of che Arms, then of the 
Legs, ſomcimes of the Haad, afterwards of the whol body ; yer ſhe ſaw choſe char ffood by and ſpake, 
nay, ſhe alſo endeavored a voluntary motion agaioft che Convullive, ſo as ſhe did in a manner dimi- 
niſh the involuntary motion : ſomtimes ſhe was in a {mal fit only, and walked abouc her Chamber, 
but wich a diſorderly moriop, leaping and uſing ftcange ancick poſtures, by which the cauſed the ceft 
of the Nuns co be very merry, and ſhe ac that eime laughed with chem, and ſpake when ſhe pleaſed. 
CAVSES. : | 
Every Copyulſive motion (as I ſaid in the former Chapter) cometh of provocation, which 
derh from the quancity or qualuy-of the mater. The quantity of maccer which cauſechthe diſeaſe, 
burdeving Nature, ſtirs her up coexpel chac which is croubleſom co her. Whence che Opinios of 
Galen is confirmed, which is {o dilpured by lace Pbyfatians, That an Epilepſy comes of an imper- 
fect obſtruction of che Veaceicles of che Brain; for if che bumor obſtructing or ſtopping is bucden* 
ſom co Nature, che Brain wil labor coexpelic. In the qualicy there is no difference, tor al agree 
in chis, That ghe expulſive faculcy is fucted up by ſharpneſs and actimony, and by any qualicy 
which is offenſe to Nacure. 
The Cauſes fiicowg up or provoking, are etcher contained in the Brain, and make a proper Epilep= 
ſy, or come from ocher parts, and fo make an Epilepſy by conſenc or ſympathy. EM 
And cbac provoking ar irccation makes an Epilepty, when the Brain Jaboring co expel that which 
is oftenſive ſhakes ics elf, and by conſequence al che Nerves which are adjayned to irs |

CHAP. II. | 
Of the Diſeaſe of the Vitrous, or Glaſſy Humor. 


He Vitrous Humor is next under the Cryſtalline, and therefore ic is made by Nature cran» þ 
{parenr, thac the Species carried co the Qptick Nerve may be pure and cleary, If therefore 
the cleerneſs of chac humor be bindered by the mixcure of another, and ſo made ducky ; 

according to the degree of chat duskineſs or toulneſs, the fight is either diminiſhed oc aboliſhed. 

Moreover, This kumor may be our of order in reſpeG of its ſcituation 3 namely, when any par 
of it by a blow or contuſion ſhal be brought before the Cryſtalline 3 for then che figbc wil be dais 
kened, in regard the vitious Humor is more thick chan the watery, and therefore the ſpecies of che 
objects cannot be carried pure and cleer unto the Cryftalline. 

The firſt affe&, namely the Mixtion of a Humor with it, cannot be perceived by any figns, buc only 
it is judged probable by reaſon, for the vicrous Humor cannot be ſeen, or its condition known ; and 
therefore PraCticioners are conſtrained to confound it, and co make it one with Gutta ſerena, becaule 
no fault appears in the Eye, and this they do wichour offence to the Patient, in regard any humon 
chac are mixed with the vicrous, are co be diſcufſed with che ſame Remedies that a Gutta ſerena 
cured, 

But you may know that this vicrous Humor is diſordered in reſped of its Scituation, when ir ap» 
peareth white under the Pupilla, yer it is nor eaſily diſtinguiſhed from Suffuſion, except the anie- 
cedent and ficft cauſe be diligently obſerved, For a Suffuſionſis cauſed by a ſimple defluxion of an 
bumor z bur chis cranſpoſicion or diſplacing of che vitrous bumor uſeth to come of a Wound or Cots 
tuſ1on. 

This laſt Diſeaſe is incarable, for the vitrous Humor being diſplaced can by no art be reduced to 


ws former condition. Bur chis by Nature hatch ſomcimes been dane, and thecetore the whol bulinel 
15 to be commicted unto her.

Whether ic be wich diſſolving Medicines, or Manual Operation, you muſt uſe a courſe of Phyſick 
long after, becauſe chere is a great fear of a Relapſe : For che Eyes having been much weakened by a 
long Diſeaſe,are very ready to receive any deftluxion again from the brain. Therefore you muſt fol- 
low che uſual purging; you muſt bave Iſſues continually for diverſion 3 and uſe often ftcengrheners of 
the Eyes, ſuch as are preſcribed in G«tta ſerena: to which you may add a waſhing ofthe Eyes, which 
muſt be done every day thus :

He Tunicle called Adnata is ſo joyr'd coche Cornea, that many diſeaſes are in both z as 
che Infl.mation of the Eyes, though ic 1s proper co the Adnata, yer it is often extended to 
the Cornea, and produceth divers Diſeaſes in ic, namely, Licers, Hypopyon, when macter 
is underneach, Albugo or Pin and Web, and others. $oalſo Puſtals, and other Tumors, 

Wounds, and Ulcers are common to both Tunicles. Therefore becauſe all che Diſeaſes of cheſe Tu- 
picles cannot be ſpoken of (everally, we will only ſpeak of the Diſeaſes of the Adnata before we 
{peak more of the Cornea. 

Bepginnibg with au Ophthalmy 3 We ſay that it is, as che word in Greek ſhewetb, only an Toflam- 
mation of the Eye, and by al Authors it 18 uſed for the Inflammacion of the Adnata,or Gonjunttiva. 
It is called by the Latines Lippitedo or blood-ſhornels lince Cornelius Celſas. 

DIFFERECES This loflamation, as it is greater or leſs, hath a three-fold diffecence. 
The ficſt is called uw Greek Tarax#, in Latin Conturbatio, which according to Parlys cometh 
from an external cauſe, namely, the Sun, ſmoak, duſt, oyl,a ad the like ; buc it may alſo come ot an

But when an Ophchalmy comes by way ot d-fluxion, ic 3s certain that it comes for the moſt parc 
from che head, and almoft all Authors acknowledg this. No:withſtanding Experience teache:h 
chac many violent Ophchachlmies come tcom che Laver, and che humors that come trom thence co the 
Eyes z inſomuch chat Cauceries applied r0 :hehinder part of che head, encreate che Diſeate, which 0= 
cherwiſe are good Remedies when che detluxion is from the head, for chey dcaw up the bumors : 
and we have ofcen ſeen chac old Ophchalmies which were accounted incurable, baveſuddenly gone a= 
way of their own accord, by ſtopping of an Iffue which bach long been kepc open, namely, wher: 

the motion of che humors from che interior to che ſuperior parts hath ceaſed, which before was caul.d 
by the Caucery or Ifſue in che Neck, by Nacuce tending pare of che bumors co che weakned Eyes, 
not far diftanc from che Iflue.

But that 
which.cometh from bot bumors, and eſpecially ſuch as cauſe inflamacion, is very dangerous, for tht 
Brain being nigh muſt needs conſent, and be alſoaffetted ; from whence Deliciums, and Convulſ- 
ons uſe to proceed. In this Diſeaſe ybng men are in moſt danger : for they being of a bot cemper, 
and their blood bor, the ioflamation w greater ; and this diffolverh che natural beat of che Brain, and 
killech che Pacient, : Hence ic is that chey die for the moſt part within ſeven daies, Buc old men who 
are colder, bave leſs inflamation, and ſo are in danger, 

Ulcers 1n the Ears ace hard co be cured, becauſe che Brain being nigh, doth ſend irs excrementsc0 
thoſe parts : Bur choſe which follow an Impoſthume are eaſter cured, eſpecially if che maccer be lau- 
dible.

Ulcer, 

But Polypus is an Excrefcency of fleſt growing wich ſma] roots, and ſpreading and hanging down 
co the lower parc of the Noſe, like the fiſh called Polypys, from whence it hath che name. Rhaſye 
calleth it the Hemorrhoids of the Noſe, becauſe like choſe ofthe Fundamenr. This fleth is ſofc, ſors 
times white, ſomrimes red and blew, and if ic grow big, ic hangeth out of the Nole : bu: if ic growin, 
the higheft pacr of the Noſe, ic ſometimes bangech down to the Pallat, and ſtops the common p; [{aper, 
and may eafily be ſeen behind the Voula. In Southernly weather, an1 ac tbe ful. Moon, ic 15 much 
ſwelled, Bur in a Norchernly dry cime, and at new Moon, it is leſs.

Sweat is not alwaies a ſign of Health in choſe Diſeaſes, becauſe theſe Evacuation being forced 
Nature before the time, come for the moſt part from the malice of the matter of the Diteaſe : Y 
ſomrtimes acute Diſeaſes are cured by Hemorrbagia, as Galen taught in his Thicd Book de 
cap. ult, andelſewhere. And the reaſon why blood out of the Noſtcils is alwaies pure, is becault 
comes by drops, and therefore would be ſoquickly cold that the impure parts could not be ſeparate!

8. ſaith, Becauſe the Teeth cannot grow without nouriſhment, they are only obnoxious tot 
two Diſeaſes following, namely, of rant, and ſuperftuity of nouriſhment : by want of nouriſhney 
they grow drier and thinner , and by ſuperflutty of it, there will be an inflamation about tbe fleſh 
parts, Thus Galen. Bur it is probable char pain is more uſual (if ic be vehement) in choſe pars

And this is «wofold 3 a Legicimate and proper Squinzy; and a Baftard or improper, 

A Legicimate Squinzy comes from an Inflamation, by which the Muſcles of che Jaws and Thea 
being (welled, do itop and contract the waies of breathing and ſwallowing. This Inflamation dot 
eichec poſſeſs che Throat or the Jaws, called Pharynz. Both cheſe parts bave both internal ande. 

And though for che moft part che Pharmx and Larynx, Jaws and Throat, dof 
fer in an Angina by reaſon of their neerneſs, yet one is more affected chan the other : Hence may 
differences or Symproms do ariſe, in reſpe&t whereof Galen in 4. de loc. aff. cap. 5. makes fo 
ſorts of Anging*s, which the Grecians before his eime named coo cuciouſly, One is called Sung 
chen ;, anocher Caumagchben ;, the chird Paraſunagchen ; and the fourth Paracunageben. It tt 
Inflzmarion be in che inward and proper Mulcles of che Larynx, it is called Cyenagche ; if ic be inthe 
11ward Muſcles of che Pharyox, Swnagche ; if in the outward Muſcles of che Lacynx, Paracuny 
che; and if in the oucward Muſcles ot che Jaws or Pharynx, ic is called Paraſuenagche. 

Nor only the Muſcles of the Jaws and Throat are for che moft parc inflamed, as aforeſaid, but il 
ſo che parcs adjacent, and che oucward part ot the Neck, as ſha] be ſaid in the Diagnoftick and Prog 
noftick of this Diſeate. 

Inall theſe kinds of Angina*s, when there is great danger by the difficulcy of ſwallowing, the 
gboie chings which are giver.,ule co fly our ar che Noſe, elpecially if they be 1quid things, whichut 
more hard to be ſwallowed at char cimez becaule chey ſpread chemſelves abcoad, and chereforecare 
not ſo eafily be comprebended of the Muſcles co be ſent into the Oeſophagus, which Muſcles cannd 
ſufficiencly contract chemiclves by reaſon ofthe inflamation z but ſolid nourithments being more cot 
pulenc, need only che (uperticia] aCtion of the Muſcles, and are ſwallowed down by a ſmal concraftio 
of chem. But ic ſorcimes falls out chat ſolid chings are harder,and liquid chipgs eafier co be ſwallos- 
ed, which dependeth upon che diverſicy of the parts affeGted : For the Muſcles of the Larynxaceo 
dained for ro ſwallow Meat, as wel as for che voyce ; and whentbe meat is.chrown into the Oeſopbv' 
gs, the Larynx 18 litced up with the Tongue : Bur for to ſwallow drink weuſe the Tongue mot, 
which while it is drawn inwards it brings che drink from the Lips cothe Jaws.

When an Angina comes of blood, thece is heat and redneſs in the Face, and a great diſtention inthe 
part affected. \ When it comes of Choll-r, the pain and heac is greater, wich thirſt, birternels inthe 
mou: h, and ſharpneſs. And if it comes from flegmatick blood, che pain and redneſs is lels, and 
Feaver lictle, 

From the part affe&ed ſome know ledg of the humor offending may be had. For Chollerick blo 
for the moſt part maketh an inflamacion 1n che Muſcles of che Laryox ; buc flegmy blood goes t 
cher coche Jaws; tor when the Veins of the Larynx ace ſmal, only thin blood goes chithee ; buc the 
Jaws being looſe and ſpungy, do moce eaſily ceceivethe flegmatick humors. 

Finally, From the cime of che yeer you may know the peccant humor : For Chollerick Angini! 
do come chiefly 1n the Summer and Aurumn, becauſe in the Summec Choller breedecb, and inAv» 
eumn'it is ceceined. Buc tlegm breeds in Winter and che Spring, becauſe the bumors gachered u 
Winter are then melred and feat from che Head inco the inferior parts. 

PROGNOSTICH, A trrue Angina isa moſt acute Diſeaſe, and very dangerous by c& 
ſon of che hinderance of reſpiration, and for ſtrangulation, which ſomcimes happens by che ſtoppip? 
of che paſſages, by which reipicacion is made, Therefore by bow much the greater che Conftciction 
ſo much the more danger, and (othe ficft kind of Angina is moſt dangerous, becauſe che tmflamatio 
of the internal Muſcles of che Larynx doth more ſtop the pafſage» Whence Hippocrates, Apb. 3% 
Sect. 4. ſaith thus : If a Suffocation comes preſently upon a Feaner, and no Tumor in the Jaw! 
it is mortal, Which Opinion he contirmeth 19 Coac. & progn. ſaying chat cheſe kinds of Angini 
do ſtrangle in the ſme day, and in che ſecond, third, and tourth. 

The ſecond ſort of Angina, though it be very dangerous, yer is ic not al:ogether deadly as the fiſh, | 
becauſe che ioflamation of che external Muſcles of che Larynx doth not make ſo great and ſo fuddena i" ile 
conſtcicion, Of chis Hippocrates ſpake, 3.Pcog. texr. 17. thus : Whatſoever Anginga's do reſemble" y 
others in pain,and make a Tumor and redneſi inthe Faws, are very deadly, and are of longer cont ID, 4. 
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The third kind 1s leſs dangerous, becauſe thebreath is leſs hindered chan che {wallowing, from the 
:nflamacion of che internal muſcles of che Jaws : bur che Swallow hurt is not ſo dangerous. Of this 
Hippocrates ſpeaksin the Book above cited, Tex. 18, in theſe words : If the Faws and Neck, are 
red, theſe Angina”s continue longer ; but they are cbiefly preſerved who have red necks and breaſts, 
andthe boly fire without, not vonthin. 15 

The fourch kind is leaft and (afeft, becauſe the inflamation 1s fuccheſt from che Throat, Hence 
Hippocrates, Apbe 37. Sect. 6. laich, If a Tumor appear in the neck, in bim that bath an Angina, 
its good, for the Diſeaſe comes forth. He confirms the ſame in 3. Pcogn, Text, 20. thus 3; But 2t 
is moſt ſafe to bave a Tumor or redneſs come forth. . 

Hippocrates ſeems to comprebend all chele Differences in one Sentence, 6. Epid. Sect. 7, where 
ſpeakiog of che figas of an Epidemical Angina, he faith : In the ſum of all, To tbem that could only 
not ſwallow, the diſeaſe was mild, and eafie to be endured; but it was deſperate to them who bad 
withal a difficulty of breathing. 

If che maccer cauling the Angina be carried to the Lungs, eicher che Pacients die, or elſe cturp Fools, 
or Empyick, that 8,umpoſtbumated berween the Breaſt and Lungs ; as Hippocrates,Apb.1o. Sedt.s. 
and 3. Progne 

Re ror that is ſtrong, if che Patient foam ar the mouch, it is deadly, Aph. 43. Sect. 2. for it 
ſhews a great ſtcaitneſs abour the Hearr, and violent beat, from which che proper moiſture of che 
Lungs is ſqueezed forth, aud cacried co che mouth ina kind of froth. 

They who bave an Angina, if chey ſpic noc concocted maccer, bur a litcle, viſcid, ſlimy,and chick, 
are deperate; Hipp.in coac, 

The Tumors of che Jaws in an Angina ſuddenly vaniſhing wichouc reaſon, are deadly, Hipp. in 
coacis. Wuthouc caute or reafon, that is, withour a precedent Evacuation by Art or Criſis; tor it 
ſignifies che returning of the marter inward, from whence a more dangerous Dileate may be in the 
incernal parts; or as it ſomcames fals our, che matcer returning tothe ſame part mekes a ſudden (uffo- 
Cat1On. - 

CURE. The Cure of the Angina is made by the ſame Indications which ace obſeryed in the 

ure of al Inflamacions, ſo che humor flowing co the pare is co be revelled and repelled, thac which 

js cherero be derived and diffolved : Bur if it cannot be diflolved,ic is to be digeſted and luppurated 
which may be done as followech : 

Fuft, appoint a ſlender, cooling, and moiftening Dier, of Barley Cream, Chicken Broth, or Ca« 
pon Broarb, wich cool Herbs, and the like, If che Pacient cannot (wallow by reaſon of che narrow= 
eſs of the Oeſophagus, ſo chat from chence you fear Ipls of ſtrength and death 3 you may free him

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the morning, and afterwards the Veins under the Tongue, and at night gave a purge of the extratz 
of Scammony in Broth, and could ſcarce binder ftrangilation for all that. Aud in anothzr, aft 
I bad opened the Veins in both the Army, I purged bim the ſelf ſame day. 

Now your purge muſt be of gentle things, if che diſeaſe come of Choller, left the bumors ſhould 
be moved too violently, and ſocome to the part affected. Alfo if the Inflamation come ov1y 
blood, it is bercer co abftain alrogether from purging. Bur if flepm run'wichic, make ſtronger Py. 
pes, and give Aparick, and Diaphcenicon with Senna 5 nay, in a ſtrong flegmacick Angina you myy 
riſe to thoſe Medicines which cauſe violent yomiring, and among che reft, che Aqrea Benedit#a of 
Dr. Rowland is the beſt, which given tothe quantity of rwo ounces doth wonders, and for the moſ 
part curech che diſeaſe in the ſpace of cwo bours. Moreover, it bath noeviltaſte, and fo may eali) 
be ſipped up, which you cannot do in other Medicines, which by reaſon of theirevil caſte cannot be 
taken but at one draught by che Patient ;, therefore they can ſeldom be purged til che paſſages are; 
liccle opened. Bu that is ſupplied by often Clyfters, aud therefore they who cannot take Aqui 
Benedi#a Rulandi, by reaion of its bear, or their weakneſs ( becauſe they muſt be {trong who take 
it ) nor any other Medicine, muft uſe ofcen Clyſters that are veiy ſharp co draw down the Hy 
more, 

For the ſame Revulſion, it is good to apply Cupping-glaſſes co the Neck and ſhoulders with ſex, 
rification, Frictions, and Ligatures, to the lower parts, ard to waſh their Feer with hot Water, 

But a Veſicatory to the Neck behind, doth more ſtrongly revel the bumors flowing from the head; 
which you muſt do preſently after blood-lecting, 

After Revulfions ate ſufficiently and diligently made, you muſt derive the Humor from the pat, 
and ficſt open the Veins called Ranule under the Tongue, it is commended by Hippocrates, Galen, 
and the Modern Phyficiaps, by which che blood which doth 1immediacely cauſe che inflamation, y 
drawn forth. 

The Ancients in a deſperate Angina, open the Jugulars, which chough ſome late Writers havep 
proved, yet it is out of taſhion, being thought dangerous by reaſon of che bleeding, which can ſcarce 
be ſtopped by realon of the largeneſs of rhe Veins. Bur Experience bath caughc chat chis operatin 
1s not to dangerous if it be wel adminiftced, Ficſt then, bend che Patients Head on one fide as mud 
as you can til his chin almoſt couch his ſhoulder z then open the Vein without a Ligaturce, with a ſau 
Orifice, according co its longitude, for ſo it wil more eaſily cicatrizez and baving caken a ſufficen 
quanciy of blood, bring che Head co irs natural poſition, and ſo ſomtimes the blood wil ftop of in 
telf, Bur you muſt preſently apply Galens Emplaſter deicribed 5. Meth. Cap. 4. made of Han 
hair, Aloes, Frankincenſe, and the white of an Ep, ſo che flux of Blood is turely topped. Trallians 
reports in Lib. 4. Cap. 1. chat he cured many of the Squinzy with opening of the Jugulac Vew; 
and Zacutus Luſitanws, obſer. 89. lib. 1. Praxis admir. cels of a Spaniard which was cured of a mot 
violent Angina. 

A Cupping: glaſs with Scarification under the Chin, is pood for derivation, by which 7acutus I» 
ſutanus, obſ. 88. lib. 1, Prax. adm. ſaih he cured a woman of a Cxenagche, or Dog Squinzy. 

Scarrifications under the Jaws, and upon the Neck are good, ifdeep, by which means Beniven

ſtory Sennertus bath fully related, Pratt, Med lib. 2. part I. cap. 24.

Chap. 2. Of Pleuretis, or a Plenreſye. 


DIPFERENCES. 
Pleurfie is eithec True ; or Spurious,' called a Baftard Pleuriſie. 
A True Pleuriſie is che Inflamarion of che Membrane chat goech about the Ribs or of the ip 
ternal incercofta] Muſcles. 

But a Baftard Pleucifie is the Inflamation of che external incercoftal Muſcles, 

There are alſo other pains of che Side and other pares of che Breaſt which are improperly called; 
Baftard Pleuciſie, viz. when the Medzaſtiniem is inflamed, the Lungs cleave co the Ribs, or why 
ſecous bumors flow from the Head co the Membranes of che Breaſt, oc when Wind doth cear the Mu, 
cles oc Membcanes of che Breaſt, or vapors riſing from che Scomach as in Worm, 

We have ſaid chat in a true Pleurifie not only che Membrane Pleura, bur alſo che incernal Muſch 
are inflamed, becauſe ic is impoſſible but the Inflamacion of the Membrane ſhould be communica 
to the contagious Muſcles. | : ; ; . 

Beſides, Ochers do afficm that the Lungs ace inflamed in every Pleuriſie, and confirm their Op 
on by Auchoricy, Reaſon, and Experience : The Auchority is thac of Hippocrates, lib, de loc, in 
bomine, where be ſaicb, Thac Peripneumonia is when both parts of the Lungpe ace inflamed; by 
ifonly one parc be inflamed, it ina Pleucifie, Alſo Reaſon may ſeem co conficm this, for che (gn 
a Pleucifie arealſoche figns of Pecipneumonia z namely a Cougb, continual Feaver, difficulty d 
Breathing, and ſpercing of Blood. # | 

Alſo the Prognoftick and Cure are the ſame in both. 

They ſay moreover, That cbey bave found by experience in the opening of chofe who have died d 
Pleurefiesthac cheic Lungs appeared alwaies co be inflamed. | 

Ic is co be granted chacan many the Lungs ace affected as wel as the Pleura, for tbe Defluxion miy 
eaſily fal upon both ; becaule che _ are faftened co the upper parc of the Pleuca ; bur we mult 
avouch thac often the Pleura alone is only affeGed, and not the Lungs :- or at leaſt chey ace o liphtly 
affected, thac &he Diſeaſe cannot be ſaid ro bean affect of char pare. The Authority of Hippocrs- 
ter in this, is caſt off by ſome az falſe, and contrary co many of bis own Aſſercions, in which he 
knowledpeth the Pleura only at the pact affected; eſpecially in his 1. 1b, de morbis, where be 0 
cen ſaith, That Chollerand Flegm do ftick co the fide, andcauſe vehemeng pain. But Martians 
dotbreconcile thisy ſaying, That Hippocrates ſpeaks in that place of a Peripneumonia which cann 
ofa Defluxion from che Head, a portzon whereof falsupon the Pleuca, and hecals ic by the nant 
of a Pleuciſie, rbar be may daftinguith chac which ioflamech one pare of che Lungs, from chac which 
inflamethboth : For tbe ame nature of a Diſcaſe being w both che Pleuciſie and Peripneumonia 
makes rhe l;keneſs of Symptomes ia botb, being both from inflamation, and nearly adjoyned. 

And though many whohavedied of Pleurifies, bave been found to have cheic Lungs affected, it 
is not co be concluded chac x 4s ſon al ; for the moſt vehement Pleurifies which uſe co cauſe Death, 
do many times turn inco a Pecipneumonia, But many do witneſs, and we bave found by experienct 
That ia many bodies dead of Pleuriſzes, the Pleura only bath been found purcified. 

It may be queſtioned, Why cbe Pleuca, racher than ocber Membranes, ſhould be ihflamed} But 
the Anſwer is from Hippocrates, 1. de mor. text. 124. according to the Diviſion of Salivs, where 
he ſaich, T bat che ſide 18 a very weak pat, becaule it is naked from fleſh in reſpect of other parts, and 
back noningey reſt upon ;. #berefore when the bumors are moved and inflamed, cheic Defluxion i 
ealaly lencthinber.

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CHAP. III. 
Of Peripneumonia, or Inflamation of the Lungs. 


Eripneumonia hath the ſame eſſence with a Pleuriſie, and is diſtinguiſhed only by the pare affe 
&ed, becauſe that is che inflamation ofche Lungs, and this of the Membrane chat compaſſeth 
che Ribs. They differ ſormwhac inthe matter, for a Pleriſie comes often ot Choller, bur Perip 
neumonia of Flegm 3 al bough all humors ( as we ſaid ofa Pleurifie ) may produce this diſeale, [ 
mean bumors which are Ike blood, and make up the maſs of it. For as thick bumors do baidly re- 
necrate the thick Mewbrane called Plerra, but chin and Chollerick eaſily z fo on che other fide, thick 
flepmatick humors do eafily go to their ſoft and thin ſubſtance of che Lungs, and ſtick cloſe thereto; 
bur thin and Chcllecick humors do eafily paſs by. . Buc this binderech not, bu: the Chollerick blood 
may ſomrimes caule the Inflamation of the Lungs, as Hippocrates 1. de morbzs, deſcribeth the Eq 
ſipelas, or Chollerick rumor of the Lungs, which comes from Chollerick blood thrown into tte 
Lungs trom che tight Ventricle of the Heart by che Arterial Vein. Burt an cedematous Inflamatia 
comes from tlegmatick blood falling upon the Lungs by way of defluxion from the Head. Buc only 
EXcrementicious flegm, falliug as a Cararrh from the Brain, can make a Peripneumonia, becaulei 
putrifieth in che Lungs, ard atraCteth blood, by the means_ whereof there is an Inflamacion, zd 
chis often happeneth 1n old tolk, Meſzee ſaith chat this Peripneumonia comes rather of Choller, i 
cauſe the Lungs ace ncurifhed wich Chollerick blood which cometh in great plenty to them by the 
Arcerial Vein, To whom weanſwer, thac frefh, thin, and fteaming blood made in the right Vent! 
cle of the Heart is carried into the Lungs, which by reaſon of its quantity, is eafily governed by N+- 
rure, and is ſent by che Venal Artery co the left Ventricle of che Heart, and ic ſeldom is altered from 
is Natural condition, which uferh co make a Peripneumonia, Bur contrarily, a defluxion from the 
Head cutetipg through the large pailages into che Bronchia of the Lupgs,it ic there putrifie, wil drav 
blood unto it, and make a Peripneumonia. 

This Peripneumonia is (omrimes alone without another diſeaſe, ſomtimes it followeth other di 
eaſes, as Squinzy or Pleuriſte. Galen in Com, 11. Sect. 7, Aphor. ceacherh chat a Peripneumonit 
doth tollow a Pleurifie two waies : Ki her when a Pleurifie is curned into a Peripreumonia, or whe 
an.inflamation of che Lungs fo)loweth a Plevurifie, This tranſpiration is when the former dilealt 
ceaſerb, and che other comes 3 but ic comes upon ir when it is white, the former remaineth. 

CAUVSES. Therefore che immedure internal Cauſe of a Peripneumonia is blood, offeo 
Hegmarick, ſeldom Chollerick, and moft ſeldom melanchollick. Which either comes from the who| 
body being plethorick, cr cachochymica}, that is, ſul, or of evil habit; or from ſome part which 5 
replece or diſtempered, 

The External Caules of Peripneumonia and Pleurifie are the ſame - namely, whatſoever defluxr 
on can come to thole parts : the chief whereof are : Firſt great exerciſe and violent motion of the 
Body, eſpecially after lovg reft, and high ſeeding. For then the humors abounding from high die, 
and kept in Jong reſt, by exerciſe arediſperſed, atrenuared, and heated, and are afcer (enc co the 
weaker patts, moſt fic co receive them, among which the Breaſt and Lungs are chief, becauſe by 
cog exerciſe, thereis cauſed great and ofcen breathing, and ſo they become wearied, and the ſubs 
ftance of the Lungs being (oſt and looſe can eaſily receive che humors coming to them. - 

Secondly, Among the external Cauſes the cold and Northernly Air is reckoned, when it cone 
ſuddenly afcer a Southern and warm ; -for che pares are opened by warm Air, and the humors alt 
more fluid, which by che cold Air coming after, are compreſſed, and che bumors ſenc co the weik 
parts, | 
Laftly, Fcom Hipp. bib. of Air, Places, and Waters, chedrinkirg of ftanding Pools and Lakt, 
begets the Peripneumonta ; for laich the Divine old ma n, we obſerve diſeaſes of the Lungs co be moſt 
in Macſhy Countries, Allo 
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"$1GNS. Alſo the Signs of a Peripneumonia do agree with the ſigns of a Pleuriſie, Two 
areche ſame, a8 a ſharp Feaver, and a Cough ; which 1 omrimes is dry, ſomtimes moift, or with 
more flegmacick ſpicele coloced with Gholler or Blood 3 and in che progreſs of time, the ſpittle be- 
comes matrery when che marcer of the Diſeaſe grows ripe, and 1s concodted by heat, which ſcmctimes 
omes co paſs when che ſubſtance of che Lungs 18 not burt 5 for if chey ulcecate, a Conſumption will 

llow. 
_ we may obſerve, That in ſore Eyes chat are mattery, the humors are converted into Matter when 
the ſubſtance of the Eye is neicher ſuppuraced, nor ulcerated. 

The other ſigns differ in reſpect of che parc affeCted ; the difficulty of breathing is greater than in 
a Pleuriſie by ceaſon of the naccownels of che part inflamed, fo thac che Patience teems co be choaked 
and cannot breach but wich the head upright : For the part cannor be comprefled by reaſon of the 
extenſion and cepletion, nor be more dilated, alchough ic be much dilaced, yet it cakes in bur litcle 
Air, therefore che reſpiration is quick and ofcen, with cattleing : This is augmented by a Feavec by 
which the breach is hoccer, and che defice of cold air is greater, 

The Pule is great, faint, and ſoft, by reaſon of Flegm and the looſneſs of the Lungs : yer there 
is ſome bardneſs by che Choller and blood : ic is unequal from the compreflion of the Actery neer the

Chap. 5. Of the Dropſie in the breaſt. 


He Dropſie in che Breaſt is like co Empyema which comes from a ſercus bumor contained inthe 
Cavicy of che Breaft, The common Practitioners do noc deſcribe chis Diſeaſe, alchough 
ippocrates doth ic excellently, 2./ib. ot Diteafes, undec che cicle of a Drophie in che Lungs, thus : 
There is a Feaver, and a Gough, quick breathing, the feet ſwoell, the nails are contratied, and they 
uſfer as they do in an Empyema, but not ſo violently, and longer; and if youe pour any thing in or 
zpply a fomentation or fumigation the matter doth not follow ; and by this you may know that 1t js 
it matter, but water tbat is within : andif you try a long time to diſcover it by your, Ear laid to 
bis fidey it boyls in ward like Vinegar after that it goes into the belly, and then be ſeems to be reco- 
ered ; But in progreſs of time, the belly is inflamed, and that endureth ihe ſame,or more: ſome ſvoel 
the belly, cods, and face. Thus Hippocrates, 

This Diſeaſe (eldom happenech, it 1s more often than it is diſcovered, for ic is not ordinarily 
nown. Many celations of ic are given by Schenkzus, by which it appears that he never ſee ic till 
heir bodies who died of it were opened by him.

This ſerous Humor, either may be bred in the Lungs, by the proper faule of chem, as when ir doth

iſeaſe by which muctywacer is produced. This watery humor, 1s either fent by tbe Veins co the 

ungs which are weak, or elſe from che Cavity of the Abdomen it 18 carried cothe Breaft by infen(i- 
le Travſparation. Now Experience teacheth chat this fecous humor may be ſent from ore Belly io 
nother, becauſe the Dcoplie ot che Breaſt turns intoa Droplie of The Belly, and a droplie of the Bel 
y inco the breaſt, from whence chey are ſuddenly choaked. 4 

DIAGNOSTICH, The Diagnoſis of chis Diſeaſe (as hath been ſaid) is very hard, for 
Imoſt al che {igns are the ſame with che figns of other Diſeaſes of che breaft.

TX Appetite of Drink, or Thirſt, may be threegaies bur, as char of Meat 3 by diminiſhing, abs 
liſhing, and depraving itis diminiſhed many times by a ſweer infipid bumor, which moilte 
nech the Tunicle of the Stomach, or from roo much moiſture in che whol Body, from whence ic 
that che parts do nor draw the drink from the Stomach. Ir is aboliſhed by acuce Diſeaſes through 
cerception of che'ſence, when the mind is fick, or becauſe che Natural Faculcy is decayedby the er 
tin&zon of che Natural bear z from whence Hipp. ſaich, It zs evil not to thirſt, when a cane i 
thirſt zs taken : and,ſince chirft diminiſhed doth depend upon che ſame cauſe, trom which want « 
Apperite 1s produced, and chirft aboliſhed, is only in acute Diſeaſes, we ſhal nox {peak here 
chem particularly. Buc we wil only ſpeak ofchicſt depraved, as being moſt uſual : and chis is 
be divided ewo waies at alſo Hunger depraved, The one requiring divers kinds of Drinks 3 theo 
cher great quantities, and ofren. That which deficech filthy dcivk 1s co be referred co Pica, as wht! 
they defice Vinegar, Lemmons, and fale Water. Ic remains chac we ſpeak of chicſt encreated, whid 
is an-uſual Sympcome when che Appecice offends in che quanticy of Liquor, and much drink i 
fired. 

CAVSES. The immediate Cauſe is a want of moift nouriſhment, and drineſs of the $i 
mach, and of other partes which make che Stomach ſenſible of cheic wants. 

This drineſs and wanc of moiſture, uſerh co come from al ſuch things which can conſume the de 
moiſture of the Stomach andthe whol Body, and dry ic up, and chey are hoc and dry, Thed:y ©

Organical, or Common, all which may overthrow its actions, but diftemper is commonly the cauſ 
of bure Concodtion z tor fince GoncoCtion is made by a moderate heat according co Nature, it ac ag 
cime it want its due moderation, che Concoction is burt, Soa colddiftempec ofthe Stomach which 
diminiſhech the Heat, if ic be gentle it only weakneth the ConcoCtion, nh make a Bcadypepſia, 0 
flow Concotion. Iftheecold diftemper bepreacer, it aboliſherh Concodion, and makes Apeplu, 
Buc a but diftemper doth deprave ConcoGtion, and make a Dyſepſia, which is a difficult Concogi, 
on, Thele diſtempecs ace ſomtimes ſimple, and in ſuch who have Nacucally a weak Scomach, and 
1mal Natural heat; or have a ſharp and burning beat, but they ace commonly with matter : hen 
in Hypochondriack Melancholly, much flegm and fermencacion of a black Humor uſe to cauſe Cry. 
dities, Winds, Swellongs, Rumblings, and ſowr Belchings, A 

The faulc of che Object, that is, che nouriſhment which u the proper Obje& of the Scomach 
comes many waies, when ic offendech in Subftance, Quanticy, Qualicy, Time, or Ocder of bewy 
taken. 

Nourifhment is vicious in reſpect of its ſubſtance, when ic is coo hard and difficulc co be conc 
as Deers fleſh, Hares fleth, eſpecially it old, and made bard with Salc, or Smoak, Bred ful of Bray 
Mufhcoms, Roots, Pulſe, and the like, which are called Dyſpepca. 

Meats offend in Quantity when coo much is caken at once, and therefore cannot be overcome 
the heat, hence come Crcudiries, which are moſt uſual among them who do ſurfer chemſelves, If there 
be leſs eacen chan is required, it may ſeem to be Crude, becauſe coo lietle meat wil be burnt and deyed 
in a Chollerick Stomach. 

Meats offend in Qualicy which are coo cold and moift, and windy, or chey which are too hot, 
whereby che chinner part of che Chyle is burn, and curned into nidorous vapors. 

To this may be reduced the Act of Cookery, and Sawce- making ; for the divers waies of roift. 
ing, boyling, and making of Sawce,do alter the diſpoſicion of Meat, by which means they become mae 
eaſte or hard of ConcoGtion. 

The cime and order of eating being prepofterons, may alſo ſpoil che Concodion, as if any ae 
ſhould omit his uſual cime ofgacing, and fal co at midnight, or a lictle before he goes co ſleep, filbi 
Stomach z or it afcer taking of ſolid and aftcinging things, as Cheeſe, Pears, Quinces, and thelike, 
chey cake liquid things which do ſoon corrupt. 

Alſo extecpal chings may fpoil che Cancoction, if they be immoderate : ſo too cold Air by dull 
che nacural beat, if 1T be weak or coo har, by diſſipating the heat may hinder Goncoction ; as alloin- 
moderace exetcite, eſpecially afrer meat, by drawing the natural beat forth from che Scomach to the 
excernal patcs, and fo diſperſing it extraordinarily z as alſo by chrowing che Chylus yec impetſe(t 
into the Guts. The ſtoppage of che Belly and other excrement, or an uinmoderate flux, great wir 
chings, fleep in the day cime, great paſſions of che mind, eſpecially ſadneſs, and deep ftudy preſent 
afcer meac, and The like, donot a liccle binder the aftion of che Sromach, 

Beſides che Cauſes mentioned, che Hermericks of lace cime mention one leſs uſuai, and not noted 
by tbe Ancients, which alſo is not plainly demonſtrated by chem 3 bur it is confirmed by ſome cory 
zecures,>Not to be concemned ; of which we made mencion in che explaining of che Cauſes of Fans 
Canina. Firſt cherefore chey.afhcm chat che Nactucal Concoction ofche Stomach is not made by beit 
only ; but chat quick melcing of folid mears by which ic is converted inco Chylus, is from anochd 
cauſe 3 ſince Experience ceacheth chat meat boyling in a por ac a ſtrong fice many daies, wil neverit 
diſſolved : and bones in a Dogs Scomach are quickly difſolved, and turned inca Chylous Liquo; 
and in the bellies of Fiſhes which have no aCtual hear, al char is brought in is diffolved and concottel 
the ſame way. Thereforechey lay down the principal cauſe of chis diflolving co be a ſertain Spit 
or ſharp Liquor ſent from the Spleen into che Scomach, which hach great power to diſſolve. Andi 
cake this Opinion from Galen, by wbom it isconficmed that a Melanchollick Humor ſenc from if

DIAGNOSTICHK, The Diagnoftick of this Diſeaſe liech chiefly in the diſcovery

If ic come from the Head, there wi] be cickling about the Jaws and Pallat 3 and ſome blood vill 
blown out of the Noſe wich Snot ; chere went before ic ſome Head-ach or heavineſs, which att 
blecding ceaſech. 

If from the Liver or Spleen there is mote plenty of blood, and ſomtimes a cumor or dolor in tit 
part, From the Liver che blood is red and frothy, from the Spleen it is chick and black, Alb 
Blood from che Liver goes moſt downwards; becauſe ic commonly goes from thence to theGwi 
through the Meſeraicks, and muſt aſcend from chem into the Stomach to caule Vomiting, bur it dot 
eaſier deſcend, Concrarily, chac which conges from the Spleen, is racher by vomic, becaule che Yeu 
trom theSpleen to the S:omach, are ſhorrec and narrower. 

Liſtly, If from the ſuppreſſion of the Terms, you may know ic from the Woman, and it wil colt 
at thoſe times, which wil be more probable, if chece be no diſeaſe in any ocber parc. 

PROGNOSTICH, As for che Pcognoſtick : Vomiting of Blood, of what cauſelc 
ver, is dangerous z tor it either threatenech death luddenly ; or if it ſtay inthe ſtomach, andp 
ut breeds faintings, {woonings, and ſuffocations. : 

Vomiting of Blood from ſuppreſſion of the Terms, is leſs dangerous than that from the Livert 
Spleen z for when they are broughc down it is uſually cured, as Hippocrates caugbe, Apb. 34. 6

* Bur you muſt obſerve diligently chat thoſe Winds or Humors do not only remain in the Cavity of 
the Guts, for chen were chey eafily excluded by evacuating, clenfing, and carminative Medicines, buc 
for che moſt parc chey are fixed co che very Coats of the Guts, whence ic comes tha they ate nor {o 
eaſily caken off 3 buc they makea long and a ftubborn Diſeaſe which wil noc ealily be cuced : So thick 
Flepmatick and Melanchollick. humors co flow by degrees chrough the Veins of Guts inco heir 
{ , and do not preſently cauſe pain 3 but ti] they ſoencreate thatthey provoke nature coex- 
pel chem, and ſo being moved they cauſe pain z or ſend oue Vapors which being incuded in the Tu- 
nicles of the Inceſtines, do ftrerch and extend chem, and finding no patlage, cautea long pain. And 
Chollec being afces che ſame manner ſpread and ſucked into the Veins of the Guts and che Tunicles 
chereof doth fiir up ſharp pains which uſe to be (png, becauſe che Chollec is very bard co be pulled 
from the ſubſtance of the Gues, 

There is another kind of Chollerick Chollick, which turns into a Palſie, not known to the Anti- 
ents, which comes of a Chollecick Humor, noc in che Guc Colon as che former, but ſuddenly ſenc in» 
tothe Membranes of che Abdoggen, and ic 1s cacried chicher from che Cyſtis, or bladder of Gall, oc 
the Meſentery in che Crifis of concinual Feavers, or from greac anger, or ſome ocher external Caule, 
when by reaſon of Obftrudtions it cannot be ſenc by the common patlages, buc by a prepoſterous mo- 
tion it is preſencly {eng co che foreſaid Membranes of the Abdomen, bence comes a ccuel pain like thac 
ofthe Chollick, which neither by Clyſtecs, Fomentations, oc ochec Medicines can be Cured ; buc 

oatinuech many months, by which means che bady conſumecb, ſomrimes ic is I1Ke ab incermicting 
Feaver, ſomcimes and ofcen like a continual lingring Feaver : and at length when che pain begins co 
eaſe, there is a Palſie, by ceafon che Humor gets by degrees into the back by che Membranes of the 
Abdomen : This Palfie doch trouble che upper pares moſt; bur che Thighs and Legs commonly ace 
paned, in ſomechey are wholly reſolved and made numb, becauſe the Choller being lighe flyech co 
he upper parts : Somrtimes it pets into the Brain, ard begets Epilepcick Convyullions, trom whence 
death commonly enſuerh. 

There ace other Cauſes of che Chollick,bur leſs uſual z namely, Stones bred in the Guts,and knots 
of Worms which ſtop them : The compreſlion of che Guts from Tumors in the adjoyning parts, ot 
darcownels by reaſon of Inflamation, and ocber Tumors of che Inceſtines, or Concoriion, or ewiſting

Patient perceiverh a crumbling of the Belly, and much wind, and he is bercer when be breaketh ic; be 
uſed a Die co breed it, asunreaſonable drinking of cqld water, ofcen uſe of Peaſe, Rapes, Cheſnun, 
Sallers, Fruits, and che hike. And if the wind be contained in the Cavicy of the Guts, the pain ime 
vable, not in one place, and is ſomtimes greater, But if it be in the Coacs and Tunicles of the Gui, 
che pain is fixed becauſe the wind cannot move, and it is conftane becauſe ic cannot gut” 
forth, 
If che Chollick come from a ſharp and Chollecick Humor, it is moſt grievous, pulling, adprick- 
ing, chere is heat, chirſt, and often a Feaver, che Ucine is very Chollecick. Ic is worſe tor bor Meat 
and Medicines, and better for cold. By tending forch of Chollec the diſeaſe is diminiſhed, andther 
went before, a Diec breeding Choller.

CAUSES. The Cauſes of chis Symptom are many : And ficft, hardneſs of the fzce;, 
drineſs, are not only Effects, but alſo Cauſes of them, becauſe being hard, they are more diffcut 
be voided, and do leſs provoke the expulfive faculty. They become dryer and barder chiefly, 

- ofteneft from the exceflive hear of che Liver, which powerfully draws away al che moiftuce cont 
in che Inceftines, and leaves che fzces dry. This is alſo cauſed by violenc motion, eſpecially ridin 
alſo by tew excrements through want of food,or becauſe they have no acrimonyto prick the Inceſt 
as it happens in cold Mears 3 and when the Choller doth nor go to the Guts, as we oblecve in the Jar 
dice. And laſtly, Many diſeafes of che Guts may cauſe chis conftriftion, as a cold and dry Diftes

SIGNS. TheSigns depend upon the knaowledg of che Gauſes, which muſt be taken 
their pcoper Fountains, : 

Alſo Tumors, and 
Diſeaſes of the Gucs, have theic proper Dizgnoſis, or ſigns, and ſo the excernal Cauſes, as lice,

PROGNOSTICH, Asforthe Prognoſtick. The Conftrition of the belly is morn 
leſs dangerous, according as the Cauſe is greater or leſs. For if it come of Inflamation, or ochetTy 
mor of che Inteſtines, it 15 very dargerous: bur from other Cauſes leſs. Ic uſech co be contumatou 
and long when ic come from che ces induratesz and thence come often Chollicks, which recurnfit 
they have been cuied,by reaſon of che new drinets of the fzces; at alfo becauſe though the belly erm 
co have been made ſufficiently ſoluble by purging, and many liquid Excrements are diſcharged, yt 
thece remains ſomcimes many bard Excrements in the Guts, which breed new pains, and cannoibete 
ken out, but by many Clyfters given afrer purging.

CHAP. /I. 
Of Dylſenteria, or Dyſentery. 


Dyſentery is an often and bloody Looſneſs of che belly, with pain and torment depending 
upon the ulcecation of che Inceftines. ; 

The word Dyſenteria is taken commonly among the Antiencs for every bloody flux of the belly : 

ur ftritly and properly it is caken only for the bloody flux, which cames frotn an Ulcer in the In- 


eftines. 

DIFFERENCES. Gal. 3. de ſymp. cauſ. cap, 2. nameth four kinds of bloody 
Juxes, which be commonly cals Dyſenceries. 

The fict is when any part of che Body is cut, or when any exetciſe is omitted, or any bleeding is 
omicced, as uſual bleeding ax che Noſe and Hemorrhoids, thac by reaſon whereof the blood abouny 

ing is ſent by the Meſeraick Veins cothe Inceftines, and fo evacuated by the belly. 
ing ſecond is, when by reaſon of che weakneſs of the Liver, Watery blood like chat water wherein 
fleſh bach been waſhed, is voided z as ic is 10 the Hepatick oc flux of the Liver, of which we ſhal 
hereafter ſpeak, | ; 

The third is when Melancholick and ſhining blood is caſt forch, which by ceaſon of the long conti- 
nuance in che Liver or Spleen is burnt, and mixed with Melancholy, Shining fignifierh bucning, be. 
auſe blood which groweth black by cold dorh not ſhine, buc loſeth thac brightneſs or ſplendor which 
It had before. 

The fourth Difference,is when the Patient ar ſoine ſhote diftance voids blood with Humors or Ex+ 

ements, wich which ſomrimes there is mixed Pus or Matter, and chat witb pain and corment, by 

dick we may conclude chat chere is anUlcec of che Guts, And chis is properly called a Dyſencery, 
of which anly we here diſcourſe. 

CAVSES. The Internal Cauſes of a Dyſentery, are ſharp and ulcerating Humors, as yel- 
bw Choller, green like Leeks or Verdegreece, and black 3 as alſofalc flegm bred in che Head from 
{reac heat, oc inthe belly by purritaCtion, and (ſo brought co the Tnceftines, where cleaving a long 
ime, it doch ulcerace, 

Here isa great doubt propounded by Authors ; How yellow Choller in a ſhort time ſhould cauſe 
Dyſentery, when green Choller in a Joog citne maketb only a Diacchoer, which never cucnech ined 
Dylentery, ſince che green is made of the yellow by aduftion, and bath more ſharpneſs ? 

Mercatys anſwerecb, That chere muſt be a clammineſs, by which it may remaih long in che Guts 
dcorrode and pnaw them, as wel as a ſharpneſs, And therefore if yellow Cholles be {uch, ic cauſech 
Dyſentery ; on the contrary, if green Chollec be more fluid, and ſtay leſs while in che Gurs, is 

Pikes but a fimple Diarch ce1, ; 
 Sennertus (aich char this anſwer is probable 3 bucir doch not ſatisfie, becauſe ofcettimes there ate 
Wer, inwhich chere is clammineſs wich ſharpneſs, and yet chere is no Dyſencery. Ang concrary- 
le, oftencimes there is no clammine(sin Chollerick Humors which caule a Dyientery, abd theres 
oce he thinks that che Humors which produce a Dy ſentery bave a peculiar occult quality, with whictt 
ve Ineftines ace offended and ulceraced, as the Lungs are with the fiſh Lepus, and che Bladder wich!

By che ſame reaſon, bur afcer anocher mandver, do Sudortficks, 
Sweating Medicines, and Diurecicks, or ſuch as provoke Urine work ; the former forcing the Hy: 
mors to the Skin, che Jatcer ro the Bladder. From which we may collect chat che infeion o 4 
Dyſentery, by what manner or parc {oever 17 18 admirced into the Body, doth cauſe a Cercain fer, 
mencation or working in the Humors by giving chem a diſpoſicion like ic ſelfz which being an es 
my co the Gurs, doth provoke che flux of che Humors cocthem, by which they are ulcerated; and 
chey being inteRed with che like diſpoſition, do infect che Humors and Noucifhment; from wherce 
comes a tcue and proper Dytencery. GR 

Ic is demanded of divers Auchors, What is chat ſnotty and white Matter which ie voided in (1 
great plenty in Dyſenteries, mixed with Blood and orber Humors ? Some think that ic is the fac g 
the Guts; others that ic is chat with which che Taceſtines are lined for the bercer paſſage of cheexcy, 
mentsz others, chac it is flegm from the Head or other parts z others, that it is Pus or Matter fic 
che Ulcers. Bur we conclude, That ic is nothing elſe bur a precernacural excrement of the Gut; 
for they being decayed from cheir Natural Confticurion, cannot convert theic proper Nouciſhnex 
into cheir own {ubftance, but by an imperfe&t way change 1t into chat Matter 3 which when ic ww; 
for nourithmenc ot choſe parts, is expelled forth, and chen che parts wanting again Nouriſhment,y, 
xractedor drawech new, which is changed as the former, and chere muſt needs be a great ences 
thereof, becauſe the part affeCted continually drawetb Blood from the Veins, which i changeding 
chis ſlimy ſubftance, by which it is deceived of its expectation, and therefore again drawetb new 
ics Nouriſhment, Which ic continually aimeth at, bur cannot turn into its own fubſtance, bur into thy 
ſlimy Maccer, of which here 1s ſo great an encreaſe, The ſame thing 18 dove in other parts,andeſge 
cially in greac and profound or deep Ulcers. For the part Ulcerated when by reaton of itsevildi 
poſition, it cannot be wel rourtſhed, draws blood continually from che Veins, which is changed in 
Pus or Quiccor, by which means the whol body by degrees conſumeth. Nor doth this betal only 
parts ulceraced, bur others chac have no Ulcer or Impofthume z ſothac alcbough the atocelaid Ex 
cremenc be Iike Quitror, yet is hot erue Pus or Quitcor 3, for that comes only from an Ulcer oc 1a» 
pofthume, Thu chiefly appears in an Ophchalmy or Inflamacion of che Eyes, in which when cher 
is 00 Lllcer or Impoſthurme, chere is a continual Excrement like Quiccor, which comes only from: 
diftemper of che parc, and che depravation of the Homiofis, or quality by which ic makes Nowil 
ment like ic ſelf, The ſame betals men in Aſthma or Pcifick, and other Diſeaſes of che Lung, & 

.cheir Lungs being diſtempered, do ill concoCt cheir own Nouriſhment, bur curn it inco an Exciement 
like Quiccory which is expelled by coughing, and yer chey have no Ulcer in cheir Lungs 3 as muy 
Jearned Pbyſitians wil conclude when chey feeche Macter. 

The Ex:ernal Cauſes of a Dyſencery, are al chings that produce ſharp and evil Humors, or gie 
chem (being produced) a diſpoſition to cauſe a Dyſentery, The principal are, ſharp Meats, oc» 
ſubjeR co pucrefactiong as Fruits ſoon rotten, and al unripe thirgs, Waters chat are drunk ordir 
rily, wherein there is Crudicy or a Mineral, and Medicines which are deadly qualified, andevil Ar 
as Hipp. Aph. 11. Sect. 3. when the Winter is too cold or dry, the Spring too wer, and 90 full df 
South winds, then there wil be Dyſenteries inthe Summer, And Apb. 12. Sect. 3. If che South 
wind blow much in Winter, and it rain much: bur if it bedry, and che North wind blow much, u 
che Spring, choſe ſeaſons produce Dylſenteries, 

Buc che proper Diftemper of che Air co produce a Dyſentery is known in a contagious or Epideni 
cal Dyſentery, wbich ſomcimes is more dangerous than Others, Asalſo there is an Iofe@Rion inth 
Excrements of thote that bave this Diſeaſe tothem that ſmelthem, andif chey be caſt incothe Pei 

they infect moſt of the Family chat ſic over them. 

SIGNS. TheSignsof a Dyſentery are caken out of the Definition mentionedy an ofi 
bloody Evacuation with pain and corments of the Belly, and ſomcimes a Feaver, watcbiog, chucſt, lo 
thing of Meat, and other Signs common to many Diſeaſes,

There is a great Difſention among Authors concerning Blood»letting in this Diſeaſe, Anditisty 
Opinion of the wiſeft, chat in a Feaver and Inflamation ofthe Inceftines(which 1s commonly joyred 
with an Ulcer ) that it ought tobe in tbe beginning of the Diſeaſe, before che ſtrengrh be decayedby 
it : for ſochere is a revulſion of Blood, and ſharp Humors flowing co the Guts. And Valeſcy & 
Taranta, and Amatws Luſitanss in an old Dyſentery draw Blood. Valeſcas ſaich, That a veyil{ 
man bad a Dyſentery three months , I beingſent for, when other Phyfitians oppoſed it, commanh 
ed a Veinto be opened, be preſently amended. And Amatus ſaith thus 3 That an wnderſtandin 
Phyſitian went to a man, who bad a Dyſentery thirty daies with a great Feaver, and after they 
of divers Medicines was brought very low,and lean,brs flux continuing with much Blood and dre 
Blood from the Liver Vein of bas right Arm : and obſerve with what ſucceſi , Preſently, miracs 
louſly tbe blood ſtopped, though his flux continued. But by Clyfters with Sugar, and aftringent Me 
dicines ,both internal and external, bis belly was bound, and be cured. 

In the mean while'give many Clyftecs, ficſt aſwaging, auld, and clenſing; chen glutinous ands

This ſerous Humor, as ic is of the Nature of Water, ic.iscold ; but as it is ſalry ic hath iniche 
which chen is encreaſed by the neerneſs of the Bowels, and more by che putrefation which is gave 
eth by long continuance : hence comes a Feaver and Thirſt, namely, from che ſtinking (alc vips 
which do infeG& che mouth of che Stomach. 

Ic fals out {omcimes, thac chis Watery Humor is not contained in the Cavicy of che Belly, but

The Actradtion or drawing quality of the Liver and Spleen, is loft chiefly by defect and weakneſs 
of Natural Hear : che Natural beat is debilicated by a cold or hoc diftemper, or by Suffocacion.

Alſo che Humors are contained in the Bowels, eſpecially in the Spleen and Sweet-bread, and the 
landles of the Meſentery, the ſubftance of which parts is ſofr, and like a Spunrge, and cherefore is 
noce ready to receive chem, and harder cocaſt them forch.

He Scurvy is uſual in the North, in moſt places thereof Common, bur almoft unknown in the 
| - ſothat al Writers chat have Practiſed in theſe Parcs, bave never mentioned it : and we 
iy welleve ic ot, becauſe in our Preface to this Book we promiſed co meddle only wich che uſual 
(eaſes of the Spleen 3 bur Experience bath caughc us, That our Country is not alcogether withous 

for though it be not in every Symptom che {ame with that of the North, yer it hach enough co con» 
miccobecheſame: for che aforeſaid Authors ſay chat one Symprom 18 (ufficienz co diſcover ir ; 
have ſeen many Sympromes of it in many people, bur becaule ic is not familiac here, and all our 
byficians ſay we bave 1 not, we would not abſolurely cal it a Scurvy, bur we thought ic better co cal 
a Scorbutical Diſeaſe, ſuch an one as comes nexc co ir, though ic be nor a true Scurvy. 
For the Scurvy 1s noching elſe but at! Hy pochondriack Diſeaſe, having a peculiar degree of Balig- 
ity from which more Sym ptomes ariſe than in the Hypochondciack Diteale : this malignity comes 
mche pucrefaCtion of Melancholly, not of evecy kind of melancholly, for it 1s ofren corrupred; 
om which other Diſeaſes ariſe and not the Scurvy, as a Quartan Ague, an Impoſtbume in the Meſen« 
xy,and other pars 3 bur of a peculiar and proper Melancholly which is agreeable to chat Malignity, 
ws is known by the infeCtion which 1s found in chis Diſeaſe, becauſe al Authors bold it-co be infe- 
ious. And becauſe al the degrees of malignity which lie in the Humors and produce divers Diſeaſes 
unknown unto us and al men, therefore 1s this of the Scurvy obicuce and hidden ; and ic is won- 
x{ul thatſo many Diſeaſes ſhould ariſe from che variety of maligniry which 1s in che Humors, as 
lipnant Peftilential Feavers, Smal Pox and Meaſels, Cancers and Elephanciaiis, the Pox, and mas 
; others. And eſpecially Elepbanciafis comes from a peculiar malignity in a Melarchollick Humor, 
diodoththe Scurvy, and yec theſe ewo Diſeaſes differ ſomuch, that none can Tel cheic divers des» 
ees of malipnicy,

theſe ace not deſcribed by Authors, becauſe chey can ſcarce be ſeen in living men, but only by Anato- 
my, as you may ſee in ſome Stories in our Obſervations, Veſalaus ſaich that he ſaw in a Body opened, 
an Omentum ſo ſwoln that it weighed five pounds, when in its Natural condition ic would weigh 
ſcarce ba}fa pound, Rowſſetys in lib. de parte Ceſareo, reports Chat in Parzs there was founda 
preat Impoſthume in the Omentum. Riolanss in bis Anthropographaa, ſaith chat be ſaw an Omen- 
cum in a Noble Youth of ninceen yeers of age, ſo ful of Kernels, by which it received abundanceoi 
filthy Humors, che Meſentery and Papcreas being impoſthumaced, and che Spleen almoſt conſumed. 
Wealſo ſaw a Scicthus Omencum in a Fcyar of Montpelior all over che lower part of che Belly, anc 
four Fingers thick 3 it was of the color of the Spleen, fo chat ic was probable chat it was cauled by 
Melancholly from thence, becauſe he was of a Melanchollick temper, and che paſlage is very openby 
the branches of che Spleen Veins, roche Omen:um 3; by which branches (as Hippocrates ceacheth) 
the water in a Dcoplie is brought from the Spleen co the Omenctum, from which by degrees it diltils 
intothe Cavity of che Abdomen.

For be afficmeth that in grinding of ſome Stones taken out df 
the Bladder, he found as ic were a Kernel which fel from the Reins of another color and ſubſtance, and 
that he never knew any that hada ſtone in the Bladder, wbo was not formerly vexed wich pains 11 BW inſy 
che Reins. Bu: chis Opinion is caſt off by divers very good Authors, who by cheic Experience bave WW tobe 
found che Contrary, and have taken many Scones from the Bladders of Children, which bave beta BN in, 
wholly of che ſame color and (ubftance within, And common Experience ceacherh us, that Children i 2:1, 
have che Stone in the Bladder,who never had pain in the Reins, which would be otherwiſe if the Scon? WI tore 
came ticft from chem the Reins. Ic is crue, char in men many times Scones fal from che Kidneys 1090 WY poing 
che Bladder, and encreaſe by che addition of new Matcer 3 buc we deny chat it is alwaies fo, and Wwe lach,

The Teach is, That che Pacienc is helped by no Remedy, buc worſe commonly ; for all Medicines 
thac gothcough che paſſages of che Urine, eicher do bring new macter, and encreale che evil, oc catcy 
away the flegn, which being abouc che Scone made it leſs offenſive, but being bace, doth grace che 
inward Tunicle of che Bladder. 

The Elevench Sign is, When che Patient is in pain of the Reins, and afcer a fic uſech ro void Stones 
which cauſed ic, buc now voideth none as formerly, it is a ſign that the Scone cauſing the pain is (ene 
coche Bladder, and chere remains, where by degrees it ercreaſerh, and cauſech the aforetaid Symp* 
tomes, Therefore if any afcer ſuch pain, voids no ſtone, and after a tume begins to be ſKopped from 
making Ucine, ir is very probable chat chece is a Stone in the Bladder. 

The T welfch Sign is from Hzppocrates, Aphe 7g. Set. 4. They who make a ſandy Urine have 4 
Stone in the bladder. Which Aphoriſm hath ccoubled many Wits. Galen in bis Commentacy 
thereupon, laich, chac it is manifeſtly lame, and defeCtive, becauſe Hippocrates lefc our balt of it ; for 
vherher che Scone be in che R'idneys oc Bladder alwaies che Urine is fandy, And Hippocrates him= 
ſelf contradicts chis Aphorilm, Lib. de internzs Afﬀet#ionibus, where he ceprovech che 01d Phyſicians 
thac ſuppoled ſand in che Urine co be the ſign of the Scone in the Bladder. Cardanys in bis Commens 
upon che ame Apboriſm, ſaicb, Thac he voided for thirty years, ficſt ced, then whice Sand, every day

To this doub: we anfwer, That the {limy 
nitrer thar comes from the bladder, is to be diſtinguſhed from that which comes trom other purs, 
becaule that which comes from the bladder, 1s more clammy and glurinous, ſo that it ſticks faſt co the 
bottom of che Por or Urina), and cannot be ſhaken off when che Urine is powred forth ; but that 
which 3s from other parcs doth not focleave, but comes preſently forth with che Urine ; Experience 
hath rarght me this, which hitherto no Author ever ye: obſerved.

Ecauſethe Inflamation of the Reins and Bladder are cured with the ſame Medicines, therefore 
will pu chem in che {ame Chapter, alcbough the Signs are different, as ſhall be ſhewed.

Meninges, the Pleura, Mediaftinum, and che like. ; 

Welſaid that theſe Inflamations come from Blood or Cholkc, as when Flegm or Melancholly

Apain all pains ſeated in the Joyncs merit not the Name of Gouts, for ſomtimes there are ſwelling) 
in the Joyncs eſpecially in the Knees, from which pains ariſe, occationed by chick, flegmatick, aud 
Melanchollick Humors,which pains continue very long, but are not to be reckoned among the Gours, 
bur bave a diſtin Nature of their own. Whieh difference will more clearly appeac by che differen 
Characters of che Gout, which we ſhal deſcribe in ouc Diagnoſis thereof, char is in che Act ofdilcers 
ning the Gout from other Diſeaſes by certain ſigns and cokens.

parc ſending chat matcer, che parc ceceiving the ſame, and che waies by which che Fluxion 1s 
leeing we have ſpoke of che maccer flowing, we are now To ſpeak of che other. : 
Touching che pare ſending che Humor chere is diſagreemenc among Phyſicians, Fernel:us v0 Wrecmijc 
have all che material cauſe of che Gour ( which hertakes co be thin and Flegmacick) co flow from Mk 


Head ; nor from che brain ig ſelf, (whoſe Excrements are either voided by che Noſtcils, 0r me ? 
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rough che Palace, are driven to che Mouch, Thcoax, Weland or Stomach ) but from the exrecnal 
zccs of che Head, ſicuate withour the Scul. For ſeeing very many Veins derived from the excer- 
Fo Jugulars do run chicher, he ſaies they do chere Jay down their chin and wheyiſh Exccem:ncr, and 
-othe Skin of che Head is chick and compact, and che Humors cannor eaſily breath through che 
(ane, in proceſs of cime chey grow there co a quanticy, and as he conceives from thence they tlow 
| che ſurface of the Body, under che Skin, intothe Joynrs. Bur others doconceive, thac che 
Head1s che Founcain of che tlood of Goury Humors, bur they conceive thoſe Humors flow from the 
inner paces of che Head, viz. From the Brain. Finally others there be char give ſentence, that theſe 
faulcy Humors do tlow fcom che Bowels conceined in the lower Belly, Namely from che Liver,Splen, 
Womb and others, and aiſo from che whol Body, chrough che Veins and Arteries into the Joynts. 
All which Opinions in my Judgment are parcly true and Parcly falf. We Judg chey ate true in thac 
they ſay che Humorz which cauſe che Gout do flow from che Head by the iowacd and ou:wacd pares, 
and from che Bowels and the whol Body by the Veins and Arreries : and fall we ſay they ace, bs caule, 
ſay chat only Che incernal parts of che Head, or only che excecnal, or only che infecioc Lowels 
4o turniſh che Goury Humer, For teeing the whol Body is paſſable to and fro by Humors, all pus 
of the Body may fend their ſupertfuicies co che Joynts, it they be diſpoſed to receiverhem. Now chas 
giſpoſirion of the Joynts which makes chem tic co ceceiv2 a Fluxion of Humors (chat I may cake this 
occaſion co open the condition of a receiving part) is their weaknels, eicher Native fromthe Parei:cs 
grariſing from ocher Pcececnacural Cauſes, which we ſhall ſpeak of by and by, Seeing cherefoce ic 
eſtabliſhed by Phy ſitians as a moſt ſure maxim, chat che ſtronger parts ot the Body empty cheic 
Excremencs ito the weaker, we may avouch chat all che parrs aforeſaid may diſcharge their Excre- 
ments upon the Joynts, if chey being weakned, cannot (uthciently refift the ſame. And chac che 
Opinions aforeſaid may be ſeverally retured : Ferneliys indeed doth clearly enough demonſtcace, 
chac Hmmors colletted without the Scul, do flow upon the ſurtace of che Body, and under che S!cin 
creepinto the Jovnes, ſeeing ſomrimes che pain begins in the Head, poes thence incoche Neck, thence 
toche Shoulders, and ac length iacoche Joyats, But that Humors do nevec flow from ochec places 
and paits luco the Joynts, he no waies proves, neither Is any Man able co prove afcec him. In like 
manner, they which ſay that ſuch Fluxions come only from the brain, ſeem co concend agaioft ſenſe ; 
Foraſmuch as thoſe pares which compaſs che poynts about, do receive Veins and Arteries, by which 
blood is brought unco them co nourith chem withal, why may not alſo che wheyiſh Humor collected 
inche greater Veſſels be carried unco che ſame parts by che ſame waies? Galen hach caught chis pre- 
ciſely, in bis Comments upon the Aphor. 10. Sect. 3. where he ſhews, chart in che knobs and Paias of 
the Joynes the profound parcs of che Body are purged, che vitious Humors being driven from che prin« 
cipal pars of che Body co che Gircumference, This is ſeen by che Feaver which is ofcencimes 
raiſed in che beginning of che Gour; for ic is cauſed by wheyith Exccements conteined in che Veins, 
put into a commotion and working, when Nature fecs her felt co expel che ſame, and ſeeing ſhe 
cannot drive it all forch, ſhe diſcharges che ſame into che weaker and Ipnobler parts. Alſo the chud 
Opinion, which Sennertus defends is Void of reaſon, and is hecein taulcy, becauſe ic denies that 
Gouty defluxions 4o ever come from che brain, Foc ſeeing all pacrs of che Body both inward, and 
ourward, do receive Fluxions from che Brain, how can che Joynts be free from chem} And if 
Humors cauſing a Cacacrh do ofcen flow by che Veins and Acteries, whence Rhewmatick Feavery

PROGNOSTICH] As for the Prognoftick. The Gout 1s no dangerous Diſeaſe, bu 
very croubleſom by the yehemency of pain, and of a very long continuance z ſo chat for che moſt pur 
ic accompanies a Man durivg his life, to his old Age 3 yea, and it doth cauſe ſomero live long, becaule 
Nature at certain ſea{ons drives unto the Joynts vicious Humors, which mighs cauſe other Dileales; 
and by ſo doing frees the nobler parcs of the Body from bad Humors, 

Yec doth ir often fal out in weak Bodies, or ſuch as are decayed with Ape, that when Naturecan 
no longer expel ſuck Humors as are collected in che inner parts of the Body, deadly Diſeaſes dothere- 
upon ariſe; as moſt ſharp Feavers, Inflamations of che Bowels, Apoplexies, Convulſions, Phrerzies, 
Difficulty of Breathing, and inability to breath, unleſs ſicting upright, Pantings of the Hearr, and 
other moft grievous Infirmiries, | : | 

Although a diſpoſicion rooted in the Bowels tending to breed Goutiſh Humors, and Natural weak 
neſs of the Joyncs cannot be pertectly caken away z yet may che Invaſions of che Gout be very muc 
recarded, and kept off ; ſo thac tome only by abſtaining from Wine,octhers by uſual Purges frequeutly 
repeated, have kept themielves tor many yeers free from the Affaulcs of this Diſeaſe. 

Hippocrates in the Second Book of Predictions, atfirms, That many Goucy perſons may be cured, 
diftmguiſhing chem ſrom ſuch as cannot be cured, in theſe words : Toucbing the Gout, 1bis I ſay) 
All that are aged, or have ſtony knots about their Foyntz, or live miſerably, being coſtive, cannot 
cured by Art of Man that | know of. Such are well cured by a Dyſentery, when it ſeixes upon #92 
and by other fluxionrof Humors to the inferior parts. But be that is yong, asd bath no (tony Ri 
abblet bzs Foynts, and lives accurately, being inclined to labor, and bawving a belly well mnclinedto 
ſtool; this man baving a skilful Phyſitian may be cured.

Allo the Wacer of Natural hot Baths do provoke ſweat, and do readily diſcuſs the Matter conra;. 
ned in the Joynts, And therefore when che ſick are not able co go unto them, their Water is wore 
to be brought unco them and heated in a Caldron for chem to bach in, ' Eraſtus in his 15, Counſs 
prefers chis above all ocbers, for eaſing the pains, bur he boyls ſo much Salc in the Water, as gives ic 
an evidently brackith caſt, 

In che beginning of the Fluxiov of Gouty Humots, in the ſpaces free from Purgationy, ſuch thing 
muſt be given as ſtop che Flux, which have been propounded by me in che Cure of an hot Caturh; 
eſpecially Juleps of Waters, or DecoCtions ar:d Syrups which do cool and thicken, 

Yea, and the cruth is, We are {omrimes compelled co uſe Narcorick or Stupetactive Medicaments 
for chey both ſtop the flux of Humors, and chey mitigate the rage of the pains. Of thele ſort of Me- 
dicines new Venice Tceacle is moft convenient, which may often be repeated withou danger from 
half a dram to a dram, Unto which may proficably be added, a lictle Bole-Armoniack to ftopthe flux 
of Humors, Howbeit, inſtead of Treacle, Laudanum Opiatum, and octher Naccoricks, may couve. 
niencly be ſubſtituted. 

Afcer due Evacuations have-been celebrated, and other things given inwardly which reſpeſhe 
Antecedenc Cauſe, we muſt proceed unto local Applications, ſuch as mitigate che pain, and dif 
cuſs che contingent Cauſe : W hich are not preſently co be uſed before che univerſal Remedies afore

The PREFACE. 


Virid Feavers are divided, into Continual, or intermitting. The continual Putrid Feg- 

vers are generated when a putrid Vapor, or a preternatural heat, which ariſetb from putre- 

fied Humors, doth perpetually affii& the Heart, and ſtirs up therein a continual beat z fron 

whence likewiſe is perpetually diffuſed a Feaverifh beat into the whol Body, But the anter. 
mitting Feavers are cauſed, when the ſaid Vapors are carried unto the Heart, only at certain 
diſtances of time. Continual Feavers are again divided into Eſſential, and Primary, or Symp- 
tomatical. Thoſe are called Eſſential and Primary, which ſpring from a putrefat#ion inflamedm 
the common Veins, and not in any particular part of the Body. Thoſe are Symptomatical that ani 
from the putrefaion or ſuppuration of ſome particular part inflamed ; out of which part by commu- 
nion of the Veſſels, a putrid vapor may continually be carried unto the Heart : Such Feaver a 
ſeen in the Pleuriſie, Inflamation of the Lungs, Inflamatisn of the Liver, and in the Inflamation( 
other internal Parts, Again, the Primary continual Feavers are two-fold; for ſome are will 
out any Exacerbation or Fits, andremiſſion, butt continue alike from the beginnang to the end, ani 
are called Sunochi, or Gontinentess But others bave manifeſt Exacerbations or fits, and rem 
fions, and are called Sunechers, or Continuz, by the name of the kind. And theſe again from the 
difference of their Exacerbations or fitr, andremiſſions, are divided into three ſorts, For ſon 
are called continual Tertians, which have their Exacerbations or fits every third day ; others cor 
tinual Ruotidians that are exaſperated every day ; others continual ww ny are exaſperate, 
every fourth day. The intermitting Feawvers are Agues, are likewiſe divided into Tertians, &u0t 
dians, and Quartans, according as their Fits are wont to return every third, every fourth, or eve 
day. There are other Differences of Feavers likewiſe, which are either Accidental, or ariſe fro 
the Compoſition of thoſe aforeſaid ; all which we ſhal Particularly and briefly Explain,

a&ion of Humors conteined in ſome of the Bowels. Of which kind are thoſe Feavers which accom+» 
che Pleuriſy, Inflamation of the Lungs, Frenzy, Squinzy, Intlamation of the Liver , aod 
other Ioflamations, Ulcers or Impoſtumes of the internal Parts. 
And it is diligently to be cbſerved us a thing of greatmoment in PraRice and by few taken notice 
that al Feavers perpetually which are Joyned with Inflamations of the Parts of the Body, are 
not Sympromatical - Butthatſome of them are eſſential and the foreſ:id Inflamations ,do follow 
apon them. For it often falles out chat Blood corrupted or filled with evil Humors , after it bath 
niſed a Feaver, comes to be agitated byNature and as hurtful to her is expelled to the weaker parts, 
ortoſuch as are moſt convenient to receivethem : wherupon an Inflamation is cauſed in thoſe Parts, 
plich doth not cauſe the Feaver , bur is rather a Conſequent thereof. So we may often ſee in the 
Courſe of our PraRtice, the Patients ſick of a cotinual Feaver, fora day or two before Pain in che 
fdeand other Signes of a Pleuriſy appears. So many on the third or fourth day fal into a Phrenſy; fa 
1|Gouty perſons ina manner, before they are trouble$with Pain, ſwelling and Ioflamation of theic 
Joynts, are wont to have a continual Feaver for a day or two. So chey which have the Roſe or Saint 
Ambonie s Fire, have a Feaver ſomtime, befor the ſwelling break forth . The ſame thing appears 
by the Urine, which in ſuch Inflamations as theſe, do ſhew manifeſt ſigns of putrefaQion inthe 
Veins. For in the beginning they appear crude and undigeſted,and in the progreſs,they ſhew tokens 
of concoction dayly encreaſing. Alſo Blood is often taken away very corrupt. Which things would 
dot happen if ſuch Feavers were only Symprumatical, ſimpy depending upon thoſe Inflawations. 
And theſe Feavers whether they be Sympromatical or primary and attended by Inflamations of 
the Parts, have their accidencal differences. For if the Inflamatian be of blood, the Feaver is called 
Phlegnonodes : if it be of Choller , Typbodes. And peculiarly an Eryſipelas or Chollerick Ioflama- 
tion of the ſtomach and Guecs brings cheFeavers called Lipyria, in which the outward Parts atc 
rery cold and che inward Parts burn. For the inward burning doth draw the Blood and lpirits co 
the Partin flamed ; whereby the heat is ſo encreaſed, that the inward Parts ſeem to be burned with 
—_— chriſt, but the outward are cold, being defticare of heat and ſpirit. | 
ta Febris, the (low or Lingring Feaver, is wont alſo to be reckoned amongſt Symptomatical 
Feavers, which ariſe from ſome hidden obſtruction and putrefaction, ſticking ſocloſe ro ſome 
Bovel and ſo impaRted, thar the {ubſtanee of the Bowel is for che moſt Part Vitiated. And when & 
portion of the putrid Humor is ſhed into the Veins and mixed with the Blood, it ſtirrs up a ſlow 
Feaver, and ſo mild thatittroubles the Patient with no greivous ſymptom, yea and the Patienc 
ukarſe ſenſible of any Feaver.

CURE] Nowin the Cure of al putrid Feavers, we muſt take our Hints or Indications from 
the Feaver from its Cauſe and from the patients ftrengch. The ewo former indicate their gy 
ablation or remoyal ; the third, its own Preſervation. Which muſt be done by afliſtance of theſ 
ordinary Medicinal Utenſils viz. Diet, Manual Operation, and Medicaments. 
The Dietin all Chollerick Feavers ought to be cooling and Moiſtening, in flegmatick 4nd Me. 
lavcholick more warming and attenuating. Let therefore the Air be cold and moiſt, which beirg 
drawnin by the Lungs nnto the heart, doth exceedingly temper the burning heat thereof, Ye; 
muſt not the Patient be laid bare to the cold Air, becauſe tranſpiration, which is exceeding need(yl, 
would by that means be hindered; and the footy Vapours and ſweats would be: driven back again 
into the Body. Howbeit che fick muſt be covered only with light and ſoft Coverings, and nor 
loaded with over many blankets or Rugs. alſo the Feather-bed muſt be taken away and tiock- bed 
put in place ,upon which alſo in the extremity of Summer a covering of Leather wil conveniently te 
laid on. Let the bed be wide, that the fick may change place therein. Let the Patients Linnen 
Shifts be often changed contrary to the vulgar opinion ; provided they be not newly waſhed, nor 
ſmel of Soap, and that the Time of the Criſis be not at hand, in which nothing is to be ſtirred, lealt 
the motion cf Nature be hiodred and diſturbed. The Sun-beams are to be kept out ofthe Patients 
Chamber, and ſtore of Company is to be avoided. Water is often to be powered out of one Veſſel 
into another, in the ſick perſons chamber: The Pavement of the Chamber is to be ſprinkled with 
Water, Vinegar and Roſe-Water mingled ; or with cooling Herbs and Flowers ; as Vine Lens, 
Willow Leaves, Leaves of Water Lillies, Flags; Roſes, and Flowers of Violets and of Water 
Lilly ; which muſt be kept at hand in good Quantities in a cool place, and be ofcen freſh ſprinkled 
and ſtrowed abouc the patients Chamber ; for when theſe Herbs and Flowers are dried, they heat 
the Chamber. Ifthe Chamber be cold, as in Winter, it muſt be a little tempered with a Fire, 
avoiding Smoak. Howbeit in Flegmatick Feavers the Air muſt be moderately hot and dry. 
As for point of Nouriſhment, the Diet ought co be thin and ſpare in acute Feavers. And therein 
the Ancients were ſo ſeverely diligent, as to place the greateſt part of the Cure in ordering the Dir: 
n——_— ſuch as were fick of a moſt acute Fez ver, to keep a moſt thin and ſlender Diet ; and gir- 
ing them nothing but a priſan drink of Barley Water, as moſt convenient for perſons in a Feaver; 
ſeeing it cooles, and Moiſtens; wichal excenuating and opening and hindering no Evacuation. And 
they had ewo kinds of ptifans. One ſimply fo called, or whol ptiſan not ſtrained ; the other was 
ſNtrajged, which we cal Barley Cream. Barley clenſed of the Husks boyled in fair Water, toi 
Confiſtency or Portage, is the whol ptiſan; this being ſtrained with preſſing, is called Cream 0 
Juyce of Barley.

Anditis cauſed 
either by Pteternacural Choller putrefying, or by Natural Choller mingled with other Humons, 
ſpecially with flegm. ; | " 

Alſo Tertian Agues are Simple,or Double, or Triple.A Simple Tertian, is that whoſe Fits cons 
every other day. A Donble Tertian isthat whoſe Firs come every day. And although herein 4 
differ not from a Quotidian or every day Ague, yet they are known one ftom the other by thei 
proper Signs, ſhewing the abundance of Flegm or Choller in the Patient ;6f which Signs in thei 
place. Somtimes notwithſtauding ina double Tertian there are two fits in one day, the other dy 
remaining free ; and this ſome latter Phyſitians do call two Tertians, and make it to differ fron 
a double Tertian. Which DiſtinQRion notwithſtanding is of ſmal moment. A Triple Teri; 
when there are three fits in the compaſs of two daies. This is a moſt rare and ſeldom ſeen for gf 
Feavers. Yet Galen prpounds one ſingle Example thereof, and Ifaw another in the yeer 1637, 
ina certain Gentlemag, who ovce in ſixteen hours had a fir of a Tertian Apue. And all the fits did 
every one of them terminate in the ſpace of ten or twelve hours,by ſweat. Now theſe divers Parox: 
yſms are made by a different matcer putrefying in different places, ſo that each one hath as it were 
its peculiar Chimney where it is firſt kindled. 

Now the Humors cauſing Tertian Agues, are collected chiefly in the firſt Region of the Bady, 
viz. In the Liver, the bladder of Gall, the Stomach, the Meſentery, che Pancreas, orinthe Veins, 
of thoſe Parts. 

CAUSES. Their Cauſes, are all ſuch things which ingender Excrementitious Choller, 
viz. An hot and dry diſtemper of the Spleen, youthfull Age , Hot Conſtitution of che Air, Watch- 
ings, Cares, Anger, Faſtings, uſe of hot Meats, over much Exerciſe. Totheſe are added, forthe 

breeding a baſtard Tertian, ſuch Cauſes as engender Flegm and Melancholly. Hereupon, fuchu 
» have hot Livers, and by Glutinous and bad Diet, do breed many Crudities, are ſubjeR to baſtul 
Tertians, by reaſon of the mixture of Choller wich crade Humors. And hence alſo it is,thatinSun- 
mer time, crude Humors breed chrough weakneſs of the Natural Heat, by eating of Fruits,and ove: 
much drinking, being mixed with Choller, do breed baſtard Tertians. 

SIGNS. T he Signs to know an Exquiſite Tertian by, are theſe : That this Eeaver alwiies 
begins wich great ſhaking Firs, whereas in a QuotitizaFeaver or Ague, there is only a light ſh ver: 
ing or coldneſs. After the cold ſhaking Fir, follows = Hear,ſharp and biting, Intollerable Thick 
great and frequent breathing, want of Sleep, Head-3ch, and ſomtimes Ravings. Aﬀeer the ſhakin 
fit, ſomrtimes there follows a vomiting of Chollerick Humors, or a purging by Scool. The Urine! 
ſomtimes Yellow, Yellowiſh-Red, or Red. The Fits laſt not above twelve hours, and they att 
terminated by Sweat. Alſo the Cauſes fore cited, breeding Choller, have preceded. 

In a baſtard Tertian, all the foregoing Signs are more xemiſs than they are in an Exquihte one 
but more intenſe than in a Quotidian Ague. And according as there is more or leſs leg ming] 
with the Choller, the Firs come neerer co thoſe of an Exquiſite Tercian, or of a Quoridian ; boti 
inreſpe& of the vehemency of the Symptoms, and che length of the Fir ic ſelf. So that thePard 
xyſms of a baſtard Tertian may be lengthened our co (ixteen, eighteen, or more honrs. Aithougt 
they may be ſomrtimes ſhorter, becauſe of the paucity of the Matter, and be terminated within: 
ſpace of eight, ren, or ewelve kours. ; 

PROGNOSTICH; The Prognoſtick of this Diſeaſe, is taken out of Hippocrates," 
Seft. 4. Apb. 59. Exquiſite or exath Tertian Agues laſt but for ſeven fits at moſt, And un Aphore 
of the ſame SeRion, all Inter mitting Feavers are void of danger. Which is to be underſtood only 
of ſuch Tertians as ate void of all malignity. For there ace Malignant and Peſtilent Tertians, i 
though they have evident Intermifions; yet do they often kill che Patients, Furthermore, Ml 
things fall upon the Neck of a Tertian, which may breed danger, although the Eeaver of it ſelf 
not dangerous-

There is one ching yer further co be obſerved both in this, and all other Agues, Thac che Pacienc 
neither eat, drink, nor fleep, before che fic.

Hiving therefore ordered a convenient Diec, we muſt forthwich proceed co evacuace the Mocbifick

#and Vomitcories, 

Clyſters in an exquifice Tertian, muſt be made of an Emollienc and Cooling Decoction, wich

b of Incermiſſion fall within choſe hours : 1t not, che middle ſpace berween che cwo fics muſt be

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Buc in a double Tercian, tis an hard matter ro chooſe a convenient time to pivea Purge, becauſe

tes, encroaching or intruding Feavers, For chen che ſpeedineſs of the occaſion Or OPPOrcune tins 
requires the utcermoſt diligence of che Phyſittay, Now the more commodious hourgf iving the 
Medicinegis chus co be choſen, In a double Tercian not encroaching, the Medicamenc muſt het 
in the end of the Fic,at ſuch a diſtance from the following Fic, chat che wotking of che Phyſick n, 
be over ere the other Fic come. Bur in anenccoaching Ague, when the latter Fit interferes Withthe 
former,the Medicamene muſt be given in che beginning of the declination, as ſoon as ic begins nee 
lirtle coremir. And in both Cales the Patient muft drink Broth,three hours after the Medicame 
takenzyet (0,as thac there muft be remaining three hours for the Broth-raking. befoce che nex; Fi 
begin, Sochat the Medicament,is to be given ac leaſt fix hours before the nexc Fic. 

As for Vomits, What was ſaid of chem in the Cure of Continual Feavers, may be here very com. 
modiouſly applyedz becauſe the abundance of evil Humors conteined in the Scomach, Meſene; 

: and Cavity of the Liver, which is wont to cauſe chele Feavers,is brought away by vomit; which ſon, 
cimes cannot be moved by purging medicines given again and again, as Fernelixs bath well obſer 
And therefore, If in the beginning of che Fic, che Patient be vexed with vomicings, the Phyſician hal 
do wel to follow that motion of Nature. And ſeeing the gencleft ſorts of vomits, wil noc ocdinarl 
ſerve the turn, we muſt proceed co the middle forr, ſuch as is eſpecially Aſarizm, of the Pouder 
whereof, balf a dramgtwo ſcruples or one dram, is given in Broth, or ſome other convenien; li 
Others give che DecoRion chereof, which is made of three drams of Aſaru Roots,boiled in Chick 
io Brothgor in Barley Broth made with Raiſons. The Chymiſts do give white vitciol prepared, ad 
Salt of vicriol, and alſo Aqua Beneditta, which is made of Crocus Metallorum. Which, aotte 
medicaments made of Antimony,as chey doſomtimes happily eid away ſuch morbifick matter as s 
lodged in he ficft paſſages abouc che Scomach and meſencerie, &c. So dothey require a prudent and 
«kiltul Phyſician co adminiſter chem z otherwiſe they are like a ſharp Kaitfe im che bandofan lafang 
oc like a Sword in the hand of a mad-man. 

The ficſt paſſages of the Body, or firft Region thereof, being purged, ar leaft wich one Purge, i 
Vein is to be opened in the Wel-Day. Yea verily, And if che Patient be Pletborick, the Urins ed 
and chick, the Cure is well begun by Blood-letcing, for che Purge will afterwards workthe 
bercers 

If che Blood appear very Hor, Aduſt, or Putrid, Blood letting muſt be repeated; which yetis lf 
co the judgment of the Phyſician,according as he finds the Patients conſtitution, 

Atrec Purgarion and Phleboromie,we muft endeavor to prepare the bumors,by juleps ſuch as were 
ſer down 1n the Cure of Concinual Feavers z the matcer whereof muſt be varied, according as Flegn, 
or melancholly is mingled with Choller, as was obſerved in the place aforeſaid.

If afterall theſe remedies, che ftubbora Ague do yer lengthen the cime and keep its ground : and 
be Patients Face appear {woln, and paliſh, alſo their Legs (wel cowacds night : they ace co be plied 

Kh (uch medicines as are commonly preſcribed for obſtructions of the Liver. Among che reft, 

mans doth very much commend the Decoction of GCichocy and Germander in Broathz which be 
ies 8admirable in long Feavers that ace cauſed by obſtructions. 

Yer, itisco be noted 3 that the length of a Tectian Ague is ſomerimes cauſed by an hot and dry 

ſemper of the Liver, which perpecually produces a Chollerick Humor, the Cauſe of new Fits, 

ſtich is ofcen oblecved in many, which being of a dry and meagre confticution of body and wholly 
allecick, bave bad a Tercian Ague three or four months together, eſpecially in the more hot ſeaſon 
theyeer, without any tenſion of their Bowels, or any aboundance of Humors, Toſuch as 
 ficong purgers, and ſtrong apericives or heaters do buce, Bur ſuch as theſeare co beplied 
thacooling and mioſtening diet, wich Juleps and Broaths of che ſame Nacure. And che ſuperflu- 
8Humorsare co be Purged away by Jiccle and liccle with Emollienc and Retcigerating Clyſters, 
mCiſſia, Tamacinds, Cacbolicon and Syrup of Roſes. Bur in jhis caſe eſpecially great miracles are 
timed by a bath of Blood- warm Water, which doth excinguith che hor and dry diftemper which 
wprinced upon the Bowels, Lec che Patienc uſe cbeſe baths, on the Wel-day,but wichour ſweat-

Beſides che Medicamencs hicbecco propounded, which reſpedt a regular and Methodical Cure; 

there are many other ſpecifick and Empirick Medicaments, both internal and external; both com- 
mended by Practitioners, and frequently uſed by the cemmon People z out of the almoſt infirice 
number whereof I ſhall here ſec down ſuch as ace che choiceſt, And among theſe medicines maybe 
reckoned, ſuch chings as were before propounded, to amend the evil quality of theliver andme- 
{entery which 1s wont to make long Agues : whereunto, theſe chipgs following may profitably be ad- 
ded. 
And in the ficſt place, Spiric of Sulphur ina legitimate Tertian, or one very neec Legitimate, 
afcec bleeding and Purging, being given wich Purſlain Water in the vigor of che Fic, doth power 
fully extinguiſh che hear of che Feaver 3 and if che Humor be chin, drives che ſame out by (veu, 
Chat chere remaines no matter for a new Fir, and ſois che Diſeaſe Somcimes pluck up by the roo, 
Ic isgiven from half a ſcruple ro a ſcruple, with four ounces of Purflain Water. 

And ſometime che ſaid {piric is mingled with Salt of Wormwood, which is alſo of greac Efficacy 
in the Cure of Agues the Conſumption 15 chus.

duble tertian, and a triple Quartan, but is diſtinguiſhed from them by ſings proper to it ſelfes 
is Feaver is moſt rarely ſeen,ſo chat among (ix hundred Patients that have Agues which come eve- 
day, ſcarce one of them is troubted with a Quotidian or every day Agne. 
C AVSES. This Ague is cauſed by tlegm putrefyicg inthe firſt Region of the Body : 
\nd therefore all ſuch things as multiply flegm in the Body, may cauſe this Apgue, ſuch as are 2 
old and moiſt diſtemper ofthe Bowels, old Age, Childs Age, an idle life, Autumn Seaſon, Meats 
ld and moiſt, long Sleeps and ſuch like. 
DIAGNOSTICKH. The Diagnoſtick Signs are ſuch as teſtifie legm to abound in the 
body 3 as greacneſs of bulk, ſoftneſs and Farneſs, white color, or pale, dull ſence, profound leep 
ddreames of Waters. Alſo this Feaver for the moſt part comes in the night, and that withouc 
uking, only with a coldneſs or light ſhivering, becauſe the Morbiftick Mater being benign, and 
much an Enemy to Nature, doth lefs provoke her ; and therefore the heat is not ſuddenly drawn 
mardasin a Tertian Ague, but retires by little and little, The time of Coldneſs being over, Heat is 
(yand unequally kindled, ſo that the Patient teels ſomtimes heat, and thencold, and then heat 
vio. Alſo the beat is mild, and not at all ſcorching, and thirſt lictle. The Urines are at firſt white; 
nnd undigeſted ; and in the procefs they appear morethick, avd better colored, The Pulle is 
ſeldom, and low. The Parts about the ſhort Ribs do ſwel, and are commonly puffed up, and 
tended. The firs do commonly laſt twelve hours, and do notend bur ſo as to leave ſome Feaveriſh 
tdehind chem ; becaufe this Feaver is like a fire of green wood, which is both longin kindling, 
leaves much ſmoke behind ic. Somtimes the fit is excended to twenty four hours;and it ſeemes to 
tcontinual Feaver. 
Now theſe Signs are very variable, and appear more intenſe or remiſs,according as the flegm is ei- 
rimple, or mingled with ocher Humors ; and likewiſe according tothe different kind of che 
ga which putreties. So that according to Galen in his Book of Plenitude, Cap. 1 1. Salt tlegm 
*the Patients thriſty ; acid or ſowr tlegm makes them hungry ; ſweet flegm makes them ſleepy 
les fegm makes them without appetite to Meat : and likewiſe Feavers which are cauſed by acid 
lifſie legm, are wont to come with a ſhaking fit. _— 
[oi Feaver is wont to be perpetually long, becauſe of the thickneſs and contumacy of the Morbi- 
Water, and lafts forty daies, and ſomtimes three or four months. Neither is it without danger, 
git may degenerate into x Cachexy, Droplie, Lechargy, and orher grievous Diſeaſes. The lon4 
'0rſhorter durance of this Feaver, is known by the fings of Crudity and ConcoGion, and allo by 
Encuation, which for the moſt part Nature endeavors by Vomit, Stool, or Swear : For thoſe 
tions appearing, ſhew the Diſeaſe ſhorter : but if Nature endeavor no Evacuation, the Dif 
"i! prove the longer. .

Quartan Apue is that which hath ics Firs returning every fourth day, and it is cauſed by Me 
lancholly purrefying in che firſt Region of the Body.

rings come from ſharp Vapors, aud Malignant, - which do atlile out of the corrupt Matter of Malignan

Now this Semi» Tercian properly ſo called, is eccher exquiſite, wherein an equal portion of pur 
fying Choller and Flegm is redundant, ſuch as bath been now deſcribed 5 or it is a baftard Semi-Ty 
tian, Which is again two-fold ; For euher ic hach Choller abounding, or Flegm, Inthe former the 
are more Symproms of a Tercian 3 in che latter ofa Quotidian. And ſo if Choller abound, the who 
Feaver is mote horrid, and ſomrimes ic hath a ſhaking fic accompanying the ſame; alſo it Proves more 
fervent, and ſome portion of Choller is voided forth by Vomit, Scool, or Sweat. But when Fle9r 
prevails, a more vehement cold doth poſſeſs the excream parts of the Body, and there are few fhiy 
ringsz and che Pulſe is more and Jonger degrefled, and che fic is longer before it grow cownd

DIAGNOSTICH} This Feaver is known by what bath been ſaid chereof, being con 
tinual, and cold, with many reduplications, and very great Symptoms. Becauſe ic comes every other 
day with a ſhaking cold fit; but upon the even daies ic comes only with a coldneſs in the extream pars 
of the Body. The Urines are crude, chin, and withour color 3 fomcimes troubled, with noSedimen, 
or that which bodes no good. The Pulle is frequent and unequal. The Differences are known by 
the ſigns of more or leſs of Choller and Flegm, propounded, 


PROGNOSTICH ] As for the Pcognoſtick of this Feaver, it is a daogerous Diſeaſe, 
and therein the Stomach and Nervuus parcs are very much affected. And ic is attended with dryneh 


of che Tongue, Thirſt, Swooping, Watching, and ſomrimes with Ravings, and dead Sleeps, Hip 
crates reckons it among acute Diſeaſes becauſe of the Choller 3 and among Chronick Dileaſesbecaul 
of the Flegm, in 1. Epidem. And Awvicenna faith, That ic hafts ſomimes ſeven monchs, and ſomtins 
ends in Chronick diſeaſes, and an Hedtick, 

CURE.] The Cure of this Feaver is to be taken from what hath been formerly (aid of the 
Cure of a Tercian, and a Quotidianz and ſeeing it is continual, it muft be handled with che fant 
Method which was ſec down in che ficft Chapter of chis Seftion, as common co all purrid contioui 
Feavers, So that when Choller chiefly Bears ſway, we muft uſe moſt of thoſe ſimples which reſpec 
Choller ; and when as Flegm prevails, we muft principally uſe ſuch things as do prepare and pu 
chat Humor, And Finally, When both Humors ace equal, che Remedies proper co each muſt 
uſed in<qua] proportion likewiſe.

The PREFACE, 


LL Authors (very neer) wbo bave writ of Feawery, do diſtinguiſh a Peſtilential Feaver 

from a Malignant, and do treat of each of them ſeqerally tn ders Chapters ; ſo that by the 

name of a Peſtilential Feaver they do underſtand the true Peſtilence or Plague ; and by g 
Malignant Feaver, they mean that which is commonly called the _ Feaver ; or ſuch 

a Fegver which though it be Epidemical and Contagious, yet it is not ſo dangerow but that more 
— die of it : whereas the true eſſence of the Plague conſiſts in this that more die thereof than 
recover. But for as much as theſe Feavers differ one from another only according to the greater or 
leſſer degree of Malsgnity, and muſt be cured with the ſame Medicaments ; we bave thought it more 
convenient to include all theſe kind of Feavers in one Chapter, and to bandle them all under the 
name of Peſtilential Feavers. And Conſequently this laſt Setion ſhall conſiſt of two Chapters, the 
of which ſhall treat of the Peſtilential Feaver, and the later of the Meaſles and ſmal Pox. 
For ſeeing a Malignant Feaver does alwaies attend them all Authors do juſtly treat of them in

ating It sallo commonly called a Malignant Feavec: whereas many Diſeaſes are termed Malignanc by 
\reſrel reaſon of their evil and cruel Symproms in which no venemous quality 15 tound, in which alone the 
dpu eſſence of a Peſtilential Diſeale conlilts. 5 | 
uſt In what Feavec (oever cherefore, this ſame venemous qualicy is found, whecher ic be a diary, an 
Heftick, or putcid Feaver, ic is rightly termed Peſtilencal ; alcbough a diary and HeRtick are much 
contcoverted, rouching which contult che Auchors. 

Now this ſame venemous quality arileth from the corruption of Humors, which conſifts not ina 
bechange of che cemperamenc, or in ordinary putrefaCtion, ſuch as is found in purrid Feaversz bur 
nadeftruQion of che whol Nature and Efſfſzncal ſubſtance of che fame Humors, As Wine when ic 
vturned an inſipid caſtleſs Liquor, is corally and effentiaBy corrupted 3 but when ic becomes Vine- 
fr, it 18 ſaid ſimply co putcetie, | 

And a Peſtilencial Feavec differs from the Plague as a ſpecies or ſort differs from the Genue 
0 kind becauſe chere may bea Peſtilence withou: a Feaver, as Hippocrates bach caughc us in bis 
thrd Epidem. in many places ; as alſo Galen in bis Expoſition of the ſaid Book, and in bis pinch Book, 
d& Medic, Facultatib, Cap. de Terra Samia. And Chis is ſutable co Reaſon; forasmuch as che 
"*nemous Quality isnot neceſſarily atcended wich pucrefaCtion, which is the Cauſe of a Feaver. For 

ame venemous quality may bs produced in the Humors, by a perfect corruption of their ſub» 
ance, and incroduRion of a new form, of which that venemous Qualicy depends, And cerrain ic 
v, that ſo oft as a new form is introduced, the former is corrupred z unco which mutations there are 
tequiſice preparatory alcerations, but not putrefaction io that Humors may undergo ſuch a corrup=

CAUSES.) A Peftilential Feaver is cauſed, when che Humors being corrupted and hiv 
attained « venemous quality, do come to putrefie : And fo ic affeCts ce Hearc by thoſe rwy 
viz. By a pucrid heat and Malignant quality. _ 

Now this corruption of Humors, 18 not alwaies afcer one fore, but ſomcrimes ic is more menſe and 
ſomcimes leſs and according to ics divers degrees, the venemous qualicy ariſing therefrom is more & 
leſs pernicious ; from whence proceeds che greater or leſs Malignicy of Feavers, And hence aroſe that 
common diftinCtion of Peſftilential Feavers among Phyſicians, into a Peſtilencial Feavec ſimply and 
properly ſo called and into a Malignant Feaver 3 calling cha a Peſtilential Feaver properly (o termed 
wherein is the ccue Plague-z baving cis peculiar, noce or CharaQter, chac more die chan live and 
recover z and calling chat ſimply a malignanc Feaver which being leſs pernicious, aioce live than die 
ot it. 

DIFFERENCES. 

T be diffecences ot a Peſtilencial Feaver are takeneither from the matter wherein that venemoy 
quality is produced ; or from che place wherein the {aid matcer is contained : and (o they follow the 
difference of pu:rid Feavers, which in reſpect of che maccer of pucrefying are divided intothe Feavec 
Sunochos, Tertiana, Ruartana, and Quotidiana, according as che maceer purrefying, is Blud, 
Choller, Melancholly, oc Flegn, And in reſpect of the place wherein the Humors pu refie, chey 
are divided into continual and intermircent 3 according as the aforeſaid Humors ate lodged within vr 
without the Veinz : even (o Peſtilential Feavers, ſome are cermed Synochi, ochers Teitians, Quai- 
tans or Quotidizns 3; ſome continual, others intermittenc : alchough Hippocrates hath ſaid in the 
43-Aphoriſm of the 4. Section, That irtermitcing Feavers are void of danger however they intermir, 
which only is co be undecttood of ſuch as are void of all Mahignicy ; for we fee almoſt every year (in 
our Country at leaft) Tertian intermittent Feavers, which being extreamly Milignant, do 2c (hs 
third oc fourth bc kill che Patients : others which bring them inco great danger, eipecially by che cru» 
ely of che Sympromes. 

There are orbec Differences of a Peſtilential Feavec taken from the intenſrieſs of cheic degree or 
Remiſlnels; namely, as tome are greater, ocher lafſer, ſome parrake of greater Miligniy fome of 
leſſecs They are ſaid ro be 11mply greater or leffer, according as the Pucrefaction t greater or lels, 
or as the preternacura! Heat ariſing therefrom, is more tacenſe or remiſs 3 more Malignancor bemg- 
nant, according to the greatec or Jets inrenfion of the venemous qualicy, Hence ic comes to pals, that 
ſomcimes a Peſtilencial Feaver hath excream purrefaction, and Malignancy at che higheſt 3 and then 
it 1s wont co be moſt fierce, and cherein inregard of che Malignancy the vital faculcy is exceedingly 
afflicted z and in regard of che extream pucretaQtion, the other faculcies are likewiſe huct, and cruel 
Sympromes follow thereupon, Bur ſomrtimes in this Feaver che PucrefaQion is very high, and che 
Malignane quality remiſsz and then che Feaver is croubleſom by reaſon of che purcefaGtion z but the 
vical faculcy is leſs affl ted. Contrarily ſomrimes PucrefaCtion is liccle, buc che Malignant quulicy 
incenſe ; and then che Feaver in cegard of Pucrefaftion ſhews no ſuch bad Sympromes and ſeems it* 
miſs; yet che ſtrength of the Patient is more than ordinarily weakned, For ſomcimes the pucceti-

But chere is one Sympcome proper and peculiar coa peſtilential Feaver, which doth not happen in 
Feaversz Vis Pucple Specks, or Spots on che whol Body, but eſpecially in the Loyns, che 
breaſt and back, like unco Flea-bicings for che moſt pare 3 which the Icalian Phyſicians name Peti« 
ule of Petechie 3 and cheſe Feavers which have chete Symptoms, ace commonly named Purpurate 
x Petechiales, Purple or Spocted Feavers, For chele Pucple Spots do not appear in all Peft1lential 
2zvers; but when chey appear, they are a moſt certain Sign of a Peſtilential Feaver, Now we 
call chem Pucple Spots, becauſe they ate for che moſt part ofa Purple colour. Yer they are many 
mes of a violec colour, Green, Blewiſh, or Black, and chen chey are tar worſe, and do lignitie grea« 
iec Malignity» And alchough theſe Spors are toc the moſt pare like Flea.bitings : yet they appeat 
(qmwhac greater : So as co repreſent thoſe black and blew marks which remain atcer whipping, and 
then they ace worſe, And ſomrimes they are very large, and poſſe(s whol Members, and a greac pat 
ofthe Body 3 viz. the Arms, Thigh and Back, and chen che pares appear cainced with cednels 3; which 
n few hours ofrencimes vaniſheth away, andchen cetucns again, as it were by Firs, whilſt the Feavec 
undergoes it's Firs, or Exacerbations 3 wherein the blood boiling, do lend fortFic's thinner Exha* 
ations roche ſurface of che Skin, by which the Skin 18 nor ſwelled 3 buc only inteRted with a red color, 
Ofcentimes notwithſtanding, by cheſe Ebullicions, cheSkin is in divers parts puffed up with a certaiu 
redneſs : and makes certain broad and ſoft Tumors in che Skin, which in a tew hours vanith away, 
and ace commonly called Ebullicions of che blood. In theſe, and che aforelaid, there 1s alwaies ſome 
Kalipniy, bur ſo light, chac ic chreatens no danger 3 unlels in the progrees of the Diſeaſe it prove 
moce incenſe, Now che Spocs aforeſaid like co Flea- bitings, do differ tromthole Puſhes, which are 
wontalſo ſomeimes co appear in cheir Feavers, and ace mer.croned by Hippocrates in Epidemeis, which 
havean Head, and are a kind of Tumors, which come fomcimes co Suppuration, or Exulcercacion, 
Butthe Purple Spots, have (as was ſaid) noeminence or Head, and were unknown to the Ancients, 
being deſcribed only by later Phyſicians of after Ages.

But che chief Diſeaſes which ſhew themſelves ina Peſtilenctial Feaver, are cwo, 
tix. a Peſtilenc Bubo. and a Garbuncle, which declare che venemous qualicy to be in the higheft de- 
pree, and are not found bur in che crue Peſtilence, and ace wont commonly co accompany the lame: $9 
thar the common People call chem by che very name of che Peftilence. 

The Cauſes of Peſtilential Feavers, ace ſome Incecnal, others Excecnal ; and che Internal are ſome 
Iamediate, others Mediace, 

The lanmediate Cauſe of this Diſeaſe, as we hinted before, is a corruption of che Humors, zoyned 
with Purcefaction. From che Corruption they acquie an evil and venemous quality, and from 
PurrefaCtion the Feaver is bred. 

The Mediace Cauſes are a Plechory, Cacochymy, and Obftrutions, Now we underſtand ſuch 
aPlethory, oc fulneſs of Blood 3 noc as diftends che Veſſels, buc ſuch ac leaſt as che ſtrength of che 
Ptenc cannoc maſter, which not being regulaced by Nacuce, doch eafily undergo Corrupcion, and 
Purefation. Now a Cacochymy, or abundance of evil Humors, is eaſily cocrupced and putrefieds 
Fially, Obſtcuctions are apc to breed all kind ot Feavers : foraſmuch as Humors being cloſe thuc 
wpinan bor and moiit place, wanting free tranſpiration, doeaſily purrefie, The Incernal Mediates 
Guſes, are by Auchors commonly called Morboſus Apparatus, a lickly Diſpolicion of the Body z 
nd che efficacy thereof 13 ſo great, hat ic alone is ſomcimes ſufficient co producea gencle Peftilencial 
Fever, tuch as is commonly called a Malignanc Feaver ſimply, or a Purple Feaver, wichaur che Ins 
terrenc on of any Excernal or common Caule, For we ofc=cimes ſee, when the year is noc Peſtilens 


tal, and there is no Epidemical ſickneſs abroad, ſome perſons chrough the evil Gondicion of theirHus- , 


Ro into ſuch Feavers, which ace accompanied with many Symptoms of Malignancy 5 Yea, and

Concerning che poine of Obſtruftion, we muſt obſerve, that ic doth neceſlacily concur as che 
piitcipal Caule in Malignant Feavers, which proceed from Internal Cauſes, andare noc Epidemical ;

Thar a Peftilential Seaſon was cauſeddy 
vehemznc Cold; in theſe Words, The year was remarkable for a Cold, and Snowy Winter, ſo thy 
the Waies wereſtopped up, and the River Tyber wasunnavigable. So ſad a Winter was f ollowed 
by a grievous and Peſtilential Summer, Mortal to all kind of Living- Creatures z whether 12 weſt 
occaſioned, by the ſudden change of the Air from one extream to another, or by ſome other 
means.

" Ioequality of the Seaſonis wont alſvto be the Cauſe of this kind of Feavers; viz. when it is

Coftion, we have (een che Parienc killed, by a looſneſs, and ſomrimes by the ſame cecoverd : Yec 
wemuſt thus diſtinguiſh, When a venemous qualicy bath che maſtery, che mote che matter goes 
away by Scool at che beginning of che Diſeaſe, che lets danger. Burt when the Dilcate ariſes moft 
part from PucretaCtion of che Humors, chey are worſe chac are looſe, ac che beginuing of che Diſ= 
eaſe, 

Purple ſpots, when they are many and large, and of a benign color, and break out Critically, 
they foretel chat Nature wil Conquer. Bur it they be few, ſmal, and of a bad color, and are Symp- 
tomarically pur forth, chey ſignifie char Nacuce is worſted, And further, Tf chey goin again, iv the 
worft ſign of all 3 for it ſhews the Morbitick macrecs ceflux into che inwaid pares, 

Exanthemata, or wheals appearing in divers parts of che Body, are effects of greater malignicy 
than Purple Spocrs and conſequently portend greater danger, 

Carbuncles and Buboes, or cifings in the Geoin and ſome other parts, doth wicneſs greateſt maligs 
nicy, andchreaten moft danger : teeing they are wong to tollow thoſe Feavers whole peculiar Chas 
rafter it is, that more die of them than recover. 

Cacbuncles and Buboes, by how much chey arethe further from che Hearr, grow faſter and come 
queker coripen, by ſo much che leſs dangerous are they. Bur if Tumors encreate ſuddenly wich bad 
Symproms *cis al, Carbuncles very great, ofa filchy color, with an eating Ulcer, or which tucn 
nt0a Grangrene, are deadly : as alſochoſe which are neer che Heacr, or riſe upon the Throat. Ex+ 
prience hach caught chat many Carbuncles are more dangerous than few 3 and concrarily many Bu® 
boes or other ciſings are more (afe, chan few. Parotides (or riſings behind che Eais) im malignanc 
ind Purple Feavers, ate in che Augment and ſtate deadly. Bur it chey appear when che Diſeaſe doch

Blood by courſes, Hemorrhoids, or Noſe- bleeding, have been ftopped, For the blood being Fg 
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uſed, abſtaining from ſuch as bave a Malignant and deadly qualicy, with which it will be good conix 
ſome Bezoarticks and ſuch ebings as are Alexipbarmical. 

Obftru&tions are cauſed by the multicude of Humois, their thickneſs, andclammineſs. The my. ble 
ticude will be helped by ſuch things as Evacuate, thechicknelſs by ſuch as atcenuate z che clammiter 
by things that areabfterſive or clenſing, 

In reipe& of Excernal Cauſes,  Pcecaution muft be made firſt by correcting the exceſſes of the 
Air, viz. By cooling that which 1s too hot, as we caught in continual Feaversz by drying that 
which is over moift, with Fires both in Streers and in private Houſes, and chat as much as may be 
made with ſweet Woods as Juniper, Bayes, Roſemary and ſuch like. Secondly, By removing all che 
cauſes above recited which do infect che Air. Thirdly, By conſuming and diſſipating che inteCtions 
inthe Air. Which may be done by kindling of Fires, as was ſaid in correcting che moiftuce 
the Air, and the perfumes of (wee ſmelling and Alexipharmical materials. Alſo by vebement agi.

Bur if che Aic ſhall be very much infeted, ſo as therefrom a Feaver truly Peſtilential (hall 
ariſe, che beſt kind of preſervative is co change che Air, and chey char are forced to continue, or to 
converſe in places infeted and among che ſick : have need of many other cautions and chey muſt 
ofcen uſe Antidoress All which are ac large ſer down by ſuch Auchors as have created expreſſy of 
the Plague, and from thence the Reader muft ferch them 3 becauſe my deſign is bur briefly co couch 
ſuch chiogs as are requiſite co the Cure of the true Peftilence 3 becaule few Phyſicians of any rote 
dare hazacd themſelves in the Cure of che crue Plague : and contrarily ſeeing boch in England and 
in France, and whole Eucope over; all Phyſicians in a manner have imployed chemlelves in 
the Cure of ſpotred and Malignant Feavers; I have thought it moft worth my pains to direCtchi 
Cure tothat kind of Peſtilential Feaver, which is ſimply called Malignant and the Spot 
ted or Purple Feaver. Yer fo that it may ſerve for the Cure of the crue Plague ; fecing as 
we ſaid at the beginning, * the ſame Medicines and che ſame Indicagions, wall ferve toc 
both. 

T he Cure therefore of thoſe which are aGtually ſick muſt be direfted unto the Feaver, the Putre- 
fa&tion and the Malignant qualicy, The Feaver muft be oppoſed with Coolers and Moilteners, 
che Purrefa&tion with Evacuators and Alcerers. The Malignans quality wich Antido:es. All 
which intentions muft be ſacufied by a chieefold Medicinal Means afcer che manner follo- 
wing.

As for Epthems thete is Cautionto be ned intherraplication. Becauſe very many Authors do 
wholly rejeR the uſe of them; becauſe they are woneto be compounded of refriger-ting and repel- 
lngthing : v'z. of che Waters of covling Herbs and Vinegar, by which the venemous quality is 
deten Bick to the Heart, and the tranſpiration thereof, which ought alwaies to be promored, is 
hindered. Bur this reaſon cannot hinder the uſe of Epithemes, ſeeing we may compound them of 
Ordial and Diaphoretick waters that have no repelling nor aſtringent quality in them, and without 
Vinegar (which ſome do yet allow) adding cordials thereunto 3 and by theſe things miogled toge- 
ther, Epithems may be made, not only which ſtrengthen che Hearc, bur alſo open the pores of the 
Sinthat through them the Malignant Vapors may more eaſily cranſpire.

For the perfet Compleating of this Cure, it remaines only that we ſpeak ſomething of the 
CorreRion of ſuch Symproms as happen. in this diſeaſe. Now their cure is very nearthe faine 
which hath been propounded in the ſecond ſeRion of this Treatiſe Chap. 2. where wedelivered 
the Cure of ſuch Symptoms as attend purrid Feavers. And the Symproms of this Feaver arethe (ame 
in a manner with choſe of putrid Feavers, che difference being only in degrees of more or leſs ; und 
therefore the ſame Remedies wil ſute with both. Howbeit 1 ſhal here ſer down ſuch things 1s hae 
been frequently tried inthe taming of ſuch Symptoms as attend Malignant and Peſtilential Feaver, 
and which have proved moſt ſucceſsful. And we ſhall withal declare the Cure of ſuch Diſeaſes 
do Supervene upon theſe Feavers. 

And Firſt of all, In Pains of the Head, Want of fleep, and Raving, at the beginning Revellers 
of all ſorts muſt be uſed, as epening of the inferior Veins and of the Hzmorrhoids ; Emoilient Cly- 
ſters, frictions of the nether parts, Cupping-glaſles, firſt ſer upon the Calves of theLegs, after- 
wards upon the Back and Shoulders, both diy and with Scarification ; and Velicatories, whichin 
a ſimple Delirium or Dotage ariſing from a Chollerick matter, muſt be applied to the Arws and 
Thighs. Burt if with the Raving there be joyned a dulneſs and (leepyneſs, a Vlicatory muſtde 
applied alſo to the Neck ; and thenRepellers muſt be applied unto the Forehead and Oxyribodiner, 
cf which it is to be noted, that they are not ſo good in Malignant as in meer putrid Feavers ; becaule 
the venemous Vapors muſt by all means be expelled, and at no hand be kept within the Body. And 
therefore firſt gentle repellers muſt be applied, and if the vehemence of the foreſaid Symptoms ſhal 
compel to fly to the ſtronger, we muſt not uſe them long together. 

Among Repellers of che gentler iortis reckoned that common frontal of the Flowers of Water 
Lilly, Violets and Roſes, the greater cool ſeeds and Chermes-Bercies, Bedewed with the Vaporof 
Vinegar; And if that will not ſuffice, letthis following be laid on.

Mean while the Emulſions of the four greater cool ſeeds may be uſed, from which cool and gen” 
tle Vapors are wont ro be carried unto the Brain, which are wont to mitigate the foreſaid Symp 
romes. Which if they {ſuffice not, Narcoticks may be added, which do wonderfully hinder the 
2 ſcent of ſharp 5nd Malignant Vapors unto the Brain, and procure Sleep. Yet they muſtbe given 
in a ſmal quantity, as half an ounce of Syrup of Poppies ; or if neceſſity compel, two grains f 
Lzudarunm opiatum with Conſerve of Roſes may wel be given ; or they may be diſſolved in ſome 
Julep, or in ſtead thereof new Treacle may be given tothe Quantity of balf a dram, Howbeit 
theſe Narcoticks are ſeldom to be given and in ſmal Quantity, becauſe they Concentre the Poyon, 
howbeit they are by ſome accounted Sudoroficks.

Tie Feaver which is commonly attended by the Meafles and ſmal Pox, may juftly be reckoned 
among Malignant and Peftilential Feavers z ſeeing ic is Epidemical and contagypus, and kills very 
any Children, co whom it commonly bappens. 
DIFFERENCE.) | 
What is che Difference berween che Meaſles and ſmal Pox, Authors are not yet well agreed; 
(cuſtom hath obcained char thoſe ſame lacger Puftles oc Whelks like unco Warts (from whence

Touching tbe {mal Pockt, and Meaſles Authors diſpute much, and eſpecially whether theſe here; 
Diſeaſes, or if chey were known unto the ancients, and what 18 the next and immediate Cauſe of ther 
Bur ſince I affect all poſſible brevity in my Lectures, I have been wont to omit all controverſies _ 
pounding only che plain and naked deciſions of chem z and accordingly, I ſhall breitly unfo!y what F 
co be chought of che foregoing queſtions, : 

CAVSES. ] And in che ficft place I conceive the ſmal Pox and Meaſles to be nonew Dit 
eaſes, ſeeing they riſe from a moft antient Cauſe, viz. the impurities of the maternal blood; which 
when che Arabians obſerved, they accounted ic no new Diſeaſe, Bur if they bad fiſt comeabrozgin 
cheic cimes, they would bave mentioned cheir novelty. And although, they were the ficſt chat ext 
ly deſcribed chem ; and Hippocrates and Galen with the reft of the Antiencs, bave ſcarce mentored 
them 3 we muſt ſuppoſe chac cherefore che Antients did not write diftin&ly of them, becauſe they 
are only accidents of a Malignanc Feaver and critical Eruptions, which do not make a diſtin(t Diſeals 
by chemſe]ves. Oc becauſe in Greece through the mildneſs of che Air, theſe Diſeaſes were (olighe, a 
not to deſerve the Care of a Phyſitian, Even as in the Weſtern Indies, in regard of the great temper- 
atneſs of the Air, it was wont co be fo light, chat it was ſcarce taken notice of before the coming of 
che Spaniards into thoſe parts, Bur a Blackmore which was brought thicher, being cake with Peſti 
lential ſmal Pox, che malignant and venemous quality being (pred by infeftion, the diſeaſe beganſo 
co range and rage, that a preac part of the Indians were ſlain thereby. For whereas before, thole ins 
purities of their Mothers blood cemaining in them, were wont eaſily to be diſcuſſed, chicuph the Cle- 
mency of the Air 3 now when a venemous quality was added co them, they cauſed grievous Dileale;, 

Now that the Mothers blood is the crue Cauſe of the ſmal Pox and Meaſles, is hence cheitly gathe- 
red, becauſe among many thouſands of Men, it is bard co find one, who once in bis Lite bath nothad 
theſe Diſeaſes, But a Diſeaſe common coall Men, muft needs depend upon ſome common caule; 
ſuch as are the principles of Generation, viz. the Seed and Mothers Blood, 

Bur che Seed cannot be che cauſe of che ſmal Pocks and Meaſles, becauſe from it come Hereditay 
diſeaſes, ſuch as laſt a mans life crime ic cemaines therefore chat cheſe diſeaſes ſpring from che Mothers 
blood, with which che Child is nouriſhed in the Womb, For therein, be ic never ſopure, ſome 
impurities arefound, which communicate their pollucion co the parts of the Child z and chat poliu- 
tion of che parts, doth defile che Maſs of blood 3 and being provoked by ſome occaſion, doth make 
che ſame to boy], by help whereof, the blood ferments and becomes putrified, boch icandebe par's 
aforeſaid. This the Arabians do manife& by a cleer example of Wine, which being powted whiles 
it is new incoa muſty or otherwiſe 11-qualiced Veſlel receives chat 11-qualicy from che Veflel but whea 
it begins co work and purefie, ic clenſes both it ſelf and the Veſſel, Now chis working doth cet» 
monly happen co Childcen ; howbeic ſomtimes to choſe that are elder and bave attained mans eſtate, 
becauſe it is evermore ſet on work by ſome external Cauſe, ſuch as is eſpecially a certain diſpoſition 
of Air proporciovable to this Dileaſe whence ic comes co paſs that ſomrimes che (mal Pocks, 
A che Meaſlesare rife, becauſe the Air is ſomtimes enclined co the one and ſomtimeso «be 
other.

CURE. The cure of the ſmall Pox & Meaſles is performed in the fatisfaRion of four Indi- 
cations: Whereof the firſt conſiſts in the Evacuation of the peccant bumors. The ſecond in afſift- 
-zothe motion of nature, or helping to expel che Pox. The third inthe oppoſition of the malignant 
4nd venemous quality. The fourth in corretion of Symptoms. All which that they may be con- 
veneintly efeRed, firſt a convenient dier muſt be appointed, which muſt be the fame which was 
ordered in the cure of putrid Feavers: howbeit ſome things muſt be particularly 


ed. 

VEicft that the patients be kept ina warm room, to the end their pores may be be kept open; 
and the breaking our ofthe ſmal Pox may there be furthered. Therefore they muſt be kept ina 
Chamber well ſhut, which the cold air muſt in no wiſe enter into. For many Children that had 
benigne Pox, have deen killed by letting inthe cold ayr upon them, viz. The morbifick mater 
being thereby driven back into the inward parts. And for the ſame cauſe they muſt be moderately 
covered with Cloaths ; but ſo that the heat of the air or the weight of the Cloatbes may 
not augment the beat of the Feaver. The foreſaid coverings are wont commonly to be made of 
red cloaths, becauſe chey are thought by ſome Analogy to move the boiling blood to the externall 
parts. Many are alſo wont to keep an Ewe or Wether in the chamber or on the bed ; becauſe thoſe 
Creatures are eaſily infeRed and draw the venom to themſelves, by which meanes ſom Eaſe may 
happen tothe ſick perſons. 

A decoQtion of Barly, or of the roots of Sorrel, or of Harts horn is profitably uſed for 
diink, in the beginning of the diſeaſe eſpcially, and when the Feaver is vehement, But it 
the Feaver be not very violent, a decotion of Barly and Figs wil be very proficable, viz: 
EffeQually driving the Humors to the Skin ; and Foreſtus and Amatys did continually uſe the 
fmewith good ſucceſs. 

Furthermore, Whereas in the whol Courſe of che Diſeaſe, Sleep ought to be moderate, yet in 
= _ when the Pocks break forth, long Sleep is hurtful, and it is better to watch more 
than ordinary» 

That therefore the aforeſaid Judications may be fulfilled, the Cure muſt be begun by Blood= 
ſting ( if Blood in any ſort is redundant. and the Age of the Patient is like to bear it ) and a Vein 
muſt be opened as ſoon as may be. Bur if the Phyſitrtan ſhall not be called the firſt day, yethe 
ſhall do well co take blood before the breaking forth of the Pocks. or while but few are come out; 
which time is wont commonly to laft uncil the fourth day, from the firſt onſer of the Feaver. 1n 
which Caſe notwirhſtanding, diligent heed is ro be taken, For if upon the breaking forth of 
tle Pocks, the Feaver and its Symptoms he abated; itis better to leave the buſineſs to Nature wor= 
king well, which will ſufficiently expel che whol Morbifick Matter to the Skin.
